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COTTONSEED PROSPECTS. 


Early in the season, as is usually 
the case, the reports from the cotton 
growing states were conflicting, botk 
as regards the yield and the condition 
of the seed. Later the reports have 
shown less discrepancy and it may 
now be safe to assume that while the 
quality of the seed will probably not 
average so high as it did last year it 
will still be fully up to the average of 
previous years and far better than the 
crop of 1890. The quality of the new 
oil thus far received confirms these 
opinions, although some samples have 
shown a rather high percentage of 
free fatty acid notwithstanding 
that their appearance and color 
indicated superior quality. The 
quantity of seed in good con 
dition, it is now believed, will be 
about twenty-five per cent. less than 
last year, but this decrease will not 
prove important as a larger proportion 
of the total product will be available 
by reason of the increased number of 
mills, especially in section formerly 
remote from a market for seed. Tne 
mills in Mississippi, Arkansas and 
Georgia are later in beginning opera- 
tions this year, many of them having 
deferred crushing to the middle, and 
some even to the latter part of the 
present month. This makes an ac- 
curate estimate of the probable ave- 


| rage condition of the seed somewhat 
| difficult. 


The prospects for a profitable season 
to the crusher and refiner ali re- 
garded as more favorable than 
they were at this period last year, 
and although the excitement over the 
cholera has thus far prevented a free 
demand for exyort, it is believed that |

consumers will cause them to pur-| 
chase freely and that remunerative | 
prices will be obtained.

THE PARAFFINE WAX SITUATION. 
The Scotch mineral oil trade has 
been very much unsettled because of 


| the long absence of important de- 


mand from the candle makers and 
the other users of their products. In 
our issue of Sept. 12th we foreshad- 
owed the trouble which has since be- 
come an actuality. At that time we 


said: 
The Scoteh shale vil manufacturers are in 
a bad way, for with the aggressive competi- 


tionfrom Russia and the United States they 
are compelled to sell their products at prices 
altogether too low to yield a respectaLle 
profit. Their only hope is the paraline seale 
business, where prices are upheld by the 
combination. Even this is far from flourish- 
ing, and it has been in adepressed condition 


for several months, Ordinarily after the re- 
newal of the convention, the candle makers 
come in and buy liberally, vut this year so 
far they have practically purchased nothing, 
because they have imbibed the impression 


that the combination ean not hold. Their 
belief is founded on the fact that wax has 
been offering freely on the other side at 
prices very much below those fixed by the 
combination. 

At the time when the article from 


| which the above extract was taken ap- 
| peared the trade on this side of the 
| water was not in full possession of the 


facts of the situation on the other 
side, and for that reason the informa- 
tion we furnished did not receive the 
consideration it called for. Recent 
developments show that 
struck the keynote of the situation in 
the English markets.

agreement with home and American 
producers, and endeaver to retreive 
his fallen fortunes by putting his 
goods on the market at a price which 
those who were living up tothe agree- 
ment could not possibly meet. Not 
that the disposition to market the 
goods at any price was or is lacking, 
but that the others knowing that their 
safety and future prospects lie in 
keeping faith with the American pro- 
ducers, hesitated to take the step that 
would divorce their interests from 
those of the moreinfluential producers 
of the United States, who, if they 
so willed, could entirely wipe out 
the score of the Scotch manufacturers, 

In ancther column we give an in- 
terview with a representative A meri- 
can producer of paraffine, a gentle- 
man who probably has a more inti- 
mate acquaintance with the condition 
of affairs on the other side than any 
one else in the United States, or even 
the majority of those in Great Britain, 
who are most affected by the present 
complications. What he has to say 
will be read with unusual interest by 
every one engaged in the business on 
both sides of the Atlantic, and the 
conclusions he draws will, or should, 
give encouragement to the Scotch 
manufacturers, and set at rest the 
disquieting rumors that have been 
floating about this market ever since 
news of the excessive de- 
pression in the Scotch shale oil 
industry was first received here. 
The fact that this gentleman has 
been the direct instrument in the 


| work of keeping the paraffine wax 


trade of this country and Great Brit- 
ain united, and that his labors have 
been heretofore crowned by the most 
flattering success, will give more 
weight to his words. 


According to his statement there is 
no further danger of a disruption of 
agreement, those 
mauufacturers, in Scotland, who 
through necessity or impatience had 
been induced to cut prices, or who 
had contemplated taking such action, 
having been placated, or, at least, 


having received the assurance that | 


their interests would be protected. 
One of the chief difficulties that 
has been encountered in the effort to 
sustain the agreement, was that the 
American producers reserved to 
themselves the right to sell 
in Continental markets at such 
prices as the condition of 
trade warranted, with the under- 
standing that the goods should not 
be exported to Great Britain. They 
we.e willing to largely share the trade 
of the last named country with the 
Scotch producers, but the British 
candle makers learning that their 
Continental competitors were getting 
an advantage in buying stock at 
lower prices than they had to pay, r@ 
belled. They had no confidence in 
the stability of the combination, be- 
cause as stated above, some of the 
parties to it had violated their agree- 
ment by underselling or offering to 
undersell the established price. They 
knew that a number of the Scotch 
mauutucturers were in financial 
straits, aud believed that it would be 
only a question of time when the 
market wold go all to pieces and 
they could vubtain supplies at their 
Acting upon this belief 
the candle inakers have bought little

straight. Accordingly preparations 
were made to send a representative 
of the American interests to the other 
side, but before all the details inci- 
dent to his departure were arranged, 
it was determined as a result of the 
independent action taker by some of 
the parties to the international 
agreement, to reduce prices one cent 
per lb. This action it is believed 
will satisfy the candle makers, will 
put an end to the competition of those 
who have been trying to fill the latter 
up with low grade stock at low prices, 
and thus give the Scotch producers a 
chance to market their surplus pro- 
duct at a small though sure profit. 
The effect of the unsettled condition 
of the foreign markets has been felt 
here for some time past, and while no 
concessions have been made from the 
established prices by the regular pro- 
ducers, outsiders have been able to 
get rid of a good deal of low grade 
wax at prices very much below those 
quoted for prime goods. That will 
now be stopped, because buyers here 
are offered practically the same terms 
as those offered consumers on the 
other side. Prices on the spot have 
been reduced one cent per pound.

important but homely tank cars 
which have come into use during the 
time the palatial traveling coaches 
have been exciting the wonder and 
admiration of the public. The inau- 
guration of the tank car was not 
heralded, as was the parlor car, by 
long eulogistic descriptions, and yet, 
as an important factor in railroad 
transportation. in an eccnomic point 
of view, it is of even greater import- 
ance. Thousands of people who have 
patronized the parlor car or sleeping 
car have never seen a tank car, and 
those not directly interested in the 
problem of transportation who have 
seen them have merely been attracted 
by their novel appearance, and after 
speculating as totheir use or utility 
have allowed the matter to drop from 
remembrance. 

The tank car is the child of neces- 
sity, that necessity to which the world 
is indebted for some of the most im- 
portant inventions of this practical 
and prosaic age. In the earlier his-

fined petroleum. For several years 
these tank cars were used for the 
transportation of petroleum only, and 
after the main pipe lines, or what 
may be called the trunk lines, were 
laid, the use of the tank cars de- 
creased, although they were used tuo 
convey oil to p iuts not reached by 
the pipelines. During the past few 
years, however, the utility of these 
cars, as economical devices for the 
transportation of liquid products, 
has become to be more fully appre- 
ciated, and they are now utilized for 
purposes for which they were at first 
regarded as entirely unsuited. At 
present they are largely employed in 
the transportation of linseed oil, cot- 
tonseed oil and molasses,and other oils 
are not infrequently shipped therein. 
It hus been suggested that spirits tur- 
pentine,alcohol and other products can 
be transported to advantage in these 
modern devices, and we may not be 
too sanguine in saying that ere long 
nearly all liquid merchandise sold in 
large quantities will be transported 
long distances in these cars. 

The first cars introduced were 
built and owned by the owners and 
shippers of the oil, and this is still to 
@ great extent the case, but some of 
the railroads, seeing their utility, and 
acknowledging the necessity for pro- 
viding the most approved cars for 
transporting the fluid products of 
their patrons, have added tank cars 
to their rolling stock, and it 
is only a question of time 
when all the principal rail 
way lines of the country will 
be equipped with these modern ap- 
pliances, as they are now with grain 
cars, cattle cars, and others for special 
purposes, where the requirements of 
their patrons make them desirable or 
necessary. That they will become as 
common as ithe ordinary freight car 
is not p:obable, nor will they be 
adopted by all the railroads, as their 
economy, to the railroads, is in many 
cases questionable, owing to the fact 
that return freight is obtainable in 
exceptional cases only, the cars used 
in the transportation of oil, for in- 
stance, not being available for the 
transport of alcohol without an ex- 
pensive cleansing process, the cars, 
therefore, being returned empty.

A SHARP ADVANCE IN LINSEED OIL. 


That the condition of the linseed 
oil market. was such as to warrant 
higher prices, was a fact that was 
generally recognized ever by con- 
sumers, as bas been demonstrated by 
the efforts of the latter to secure sup- 
plies before an advance should be 
made. An advance of thiee cents per 
gallon, however, was alt»gether un- 
looked fur and tock the consuming 
trade entirely by surprise. A rise of 
one cent per gallon was all that. was 
expected and consumers )iad about 
made up their mind that they would 
have to pay it Consequently when 
the result of the Western crushers’ 
action was announced they had rea- 
son to regret that they had not em- 
braced the opportunity offered by 
outsiders to lay in larger supplies, 

Those who have carefully perused 
our local and Western market re- 
ports on seed, oil and cake for some- 
time past were aware that the natural 
tendency of the market was toward 
higher prices, but they did not see 
how an advance could be made unless 
the relations of the trust and inde. 
pendent concerns could be made 
more harmonious. The natural con. 
clusion therefore is that the dis- 
cordant elements have been har- 
monized — that is to say that an 
understanding has been reached be- 
tween the combination crushers and 
outsiders whereby prices can be put 
up to and held at something like 
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profitable figures. It is intimated 
that such a conclusion was reached 
at a meeting of the trust and the in- 
dependents held in the West a week 
ago Thursday, and that as a result it 
was determined to announce the ad- 
vance of three cents per gailon on 
Monday. As usual the outsiders here 
seem to have been apprised of the in- 
tended action before the results of 
the meeting were communicated to 
the trust’s local representitives, and 
it is intimated that the former lost no 
time in filling up everybody who was 
at all disposed to buy on the strength 
of their representations, It is now 
generally believed in the trade that 
another advance is imminent, be- 
cause it is understood that the 
agreement supposed to have been 
made with the outsiders is more 
likely to be lived up to than any that 
has been reached in the past.

LYCOPODIUM ADVANCING. 


The long talked of campaign de- 
mand for lycopodium is here at last. 
In presidential years the demand for 
this highly inflammable article is 
wont to be heavy, but in the present 
year lycopodium is in rather more 
active request than usual. Thia phase 
of the situation is due to the Colum 
bian demonstrations about to take 
place. The demand being thus heavier 
than is usual, even at atime like this, 
would be sufficient in itself to cause 
an advance in price ; butin the present 
instance a further stimulus is given to 
prices by the peculiar statistical posi- 
tion of the article. The stock hereis 
very light, and under the most 
auspicious circumstances, the new 
crop would not be available before 
the end of the year But this year 
it is doubtful when fresh supplies may 
be expected or how large they will be 
when they finally arrive. The cholera 
epidemic in Russia has greatly hind- 
ered the collecting of Lycopodium this 
year. Those who usually engage in 
this industry, or at least many of 
them, have this year had duties to 
perform which quite precluded the 
possibility of turning their attention 
to any other occupation, even though 
that occupation was the earning of 
their daily bread. They have been 
called upon to bury the dead, 
and to nurse the sick, with the 
result, perhaps, of being themselves 
stricken with the plague, and the 
chances decidedly adverse to their re 
covery. In this way the ranks of the 
gatherers have been materially deci- 
mated and consequently the amount 
of lycopodium collected this year is 
small compared with previous years. 
And then the impeded commercial 
transit between this country and Ham- 
burg, by way of which city the bulk 
of the lycopodium is shipped, makes 

eit very uncertain when we shall see 
what small supplies may be available 
abroad. There is certainly no pros- 
pect of any supplies arriving before 
the demand is quite over, for lycopo- 
dium is never in heavy request ex- 
cept for the purposesof political cam- 
paigns and the like, and by that time, 
with stocks being rapidly depleted, 
there is no telling to what figures the 
price may have gone. 

It is true that one member of the 
trade—a man who is interested in the 
article—states that of his own per- 
sonal knowledge there is a large 
stock here; but it is in strong hands, 
The opinions of this gentleman are 
not shared by the general trade. It 
is even confidently stated that he has 
misjudged the situation. But assum- 
ing that his view is the correct one, 
the fact of the stock here, even if it 
is large, being in strong hands, is 
calculated to keep prices up during 
the season. And after the Columbian 
festivities are over,and the excitement 
of the presidential campaign has 
become a thing of the past, in a word, 
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when the heavy demand is over, i 
will be a circumstance of small im- 
portance.what the quotation really is, 
for the prices then must be more or 
less nominal. 

But it is the immediate course of 
the market, rather than- its probable 
course in the future, that we are the 
most concerned with. Just now, 
prices are high and advancing, and 
the general tone of the market is 
strong, and there is every reasun to 
believe that this condition of the ly- 
copodium market will continue dur- 
ing the Columbian celebration, and 
to the end of the present political 
campaign.

The train consisted 
of 30 carloads. The train, which had 
been gayly decorated, left that city 
on Thursday night, going over the 
Texas and Pacific to Fort Worth and 
then over the Union Pacific road to 
Denver. About this time last year 
there was another large sktipment, 
consisting of twenty carloads, which 
went by the same lines. A special 
train carried Thursday’s consignment 
and was given the right of way. 


The determination of potash by the 
method of Lindo, as modified by 
Gladding, by Breyer & Schweitzer,” 
this city,is the title of a very able 
publication in the Angust number of 
the Journal of Analytical Applied 
Chemistry. The artical is not only of 
the highest scientific interest but also 
of the utmost commercial import- 
anee. It contains conclusive evi- 
dence that the Lindo Gladding meth 
od, adopted as the official method for 
the determination of potash by the 
association of official agricultural 
chemists, is entirely unscientific 
and unreliable. The imme- 
diate abolition of the method 
is strongly advocated for the 
benefit of the fertilizer trade and of 
the chemists who are expected to 
give satisfactorily agreeing tests. 


The chief Sanitary Board of Austria 
publishes a statement regarding the 
value of a series of new disinfectants, 
which, in view of the cholera danger, 
are of much interest. The special at- 
tention of the public is drawn to the 
so-called lysol A solution of 1 per 
cent. of lysol is stated to be sufficient 
to annihilate the comma bacillus at 
the shortest notice. It is not at all of 
a corrosive nature; on the contrary, 
if mixed with a proper quantity of 
water it renders the skin smooth, 
qualities which render it especially 
useful for washing the hands, linen, 
and floors, and fur similar purposes. 
Besides possessing cleansing power 
in a1 eminent degree, it is much less 
poisonous than carbol. The Sanitary 
Board at Vienna has, _ therefore, 
ordered lysol to be classed among the 
officially recommended remedies. 
Messrs. Lehn & Fiuk, this city, have 
printed a pamphlet on lysol giving 
the results of investigations and ex- 
periments with lys»l made by eminent 
physicians and others, copies of 
which may be obtained on applica- 
tion. 


The prevention of disease is the un- 
selfish mission of the modern phys- 
ician. Antiseptics and disinfectants 
to-day occupy the first place in medi- 
cal and surgical practice. Dilute so- 
lutions of acids have been strougl 
commended as preventative of chol- 
era. The liquid acid phosphat: is an 
efficient agent in securing the desired 
condition of acidity. Copper arsenite 
tablet triturates, 1-106 und 1-5000 grain, 
havebeen extensively and successfully 
used 1n dysentary and diarrhoeal dis— 
orders and are indicated in cholera, 
both for specific action in controlling 
intestinal secretion and for relieving 
the profound anemia. Eucalyptus 
and thymo!l antiseptic is adapted for 
use as an antiseptic internally, 6x- 
ternally, hypodermically,as a douche, 
a spray, by atomization, and as a de- 
odorant. ‘Tablets of yellow oxide of 
mercury, containing two hundreths 
of a grain of the oxide, are a valuable 
prophylactic against dysentary and 
enteric fever.

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proposal on the ground that while the 
majority of the producers, reduced 
their output from April to July 30 
per cent., while the Pampherston com 
any, a Scotch concern, only reduced 
its output about seven per cent, The 
negotions were suspended in order to 
allow Mr. E. T. Bedford of New York, 
who has for a number of years 
represented the American interests in 
the annual conference of the trade, to 
go over there to assist in the settle- 
ment of the difficulty. In the mean 
time the Pampherston company com- 
menced offering scale at a half penny 
below the Association prices, thus 
breaking the agreement. Other pro- 
ducers, according to the cablegram, 
condemned this proceeding. 

A representative of the REporTErR 
called on Mr. E. T. Bedford and 
asked him what was the oe of 
this news from the other side and to 
what extent the international agree- 
ment was affected by the action of the 
Pampherston Company. Mr. Bed- 
ford expressed himself freely and 
showed no disposition to hold back 
anything that would throw light on 
the situation. He seemed to think 
that it was due the trade that a full 
»xplanation of the situation should 
ba made. He said: 

**TIn reference to the report you have 
given above it is true that I had ex- 
pected to sail for Liverpool last 
Wednesday for the purpose of taking 
up in conference with the Scotch 
producers the question of settling 
these difficulties. That I have not 
gone 1s because the trouble has been 
so far adjusted as to remove the 
neceasity. 

“The Pumpherston Company, which 
has broken away from the agreement 
and caused this trouble has now with- 
drawn from the Scotch Mineral Oil 
Association and this has reduced 
the matter to a comparatively simple 
proposition. We are very glad 
to be able to say that’ the 
Scotch companies have now agreed to 
a reduction in the price of crude par- 
rafine wax, equivalent to one cent per 
pound on all grades. As you know it 
has never been the desire of the Amer- 
ican producers to have so high a price 
for wax or to permit a price being es- 
tablished that might interfere with 
its sale. This reduction of a cent a 

ound is to us not only very pleasing, 
But very wise. We have. as you 
know, yielded to the arguments of the 
Scotch producersin having consented 
to this quotation, a price essen- 
tial to them on account of their 
higher costs, higher than our 
own, and one that permitted, but 
a very small manufacturing profit. 
Our belief has always beer that such 
prices were not consistent with the 
conditions of supply and demand, 
but we have from one year to another 
been induced to retire from this 
— solely in the interest of the 

cotch. Last year we consented only 
with the proviso that we should be 
permitted to sell in all Continental 
and other foreign countries where 
duties would prohibit the exporting 
of the wax back to Great Britain 
at very much lower prices, in 
many cases even lower than the 
price now established. Naturally 
the English candle makers objected 
to paying these prices demanded for 

araffine in their own country when 
earning that the Continental com- 
petitors were doing so much better. 
Their protest against this state of af- 
fairs took the shape of an almost com- 
plete withdrawal from the market. 
They have bought scarcely anything 
since last March hoping that by keep- 
ing out of the market they would 
compel the producers to accept lower 
prices for their rapidly accumulating 
stocks. We are informed by cable 
that at a full meeting of the Min- 
eral Oil Association, which was held 
Monday in Glasgow, after a lengthy 
debate, the Scotch producers decided 
to maintain their association and 
their relations with the American 
manufacturers, and that the next day, 
Tuesday, at a special meeting held in 
London of all the candle makers it 
was also determined that that organ 
zation would hold together. So the 
agreement and understanding that 
have existed for a number of years 
between the Scotch and American 
paraffine producers and their rela- 
tions with the candle makers are 
not at all likely to be disturbed. 

‘**T believe there are about $15,000,- 
000 invested in this Scotch industry, 
and it is reasonable to expect that 
every reasonable effort will be made 
to keep the business within paying 
limits,and that the majority knowing 
thatitis their best interest to main- 
tain the international agreement will 
not permit the present depression in 
the trade or the withdrawal of the 
Pumpherston Oo, to induce them to 





forego the protection that Member- 
ae in the Association entitles them 
0.”” 

Suppose later other Scotch com- 
panies do the same as the Pumphers- 
ton Co? Would not this make all 
agreements impossible between Amer- 
ican and Scoten producers? ‘“ Possi- 
bly, but I do not anticipate this is 
likely to occur, for I cannot see what 
possible advantage the companies 
would derive from doing this. To me 
it seems asif the Pumpherston Co. 
has made a mistake.” 

But still this is possible? ‘‘O, yes.” 

Then what? ‘ Weill,” Mr. B. re- 
plied, ‘“‘ you know what the larger and 
most wealthy Scotch companies are 
doing, selling candles.”’ 

The situation in the English mar- 
kets is very fully and ably set forth in 
the following extract from an article 
which recently appeared in the Glas- 
gow Herald: 


So peculiarly is the destructive dis- 
tillation of oil-shale_ a Scottish indus- 
try that the condition of the mineral 
oil trade is a matter of national inter- 
est. Mineral oil, of course, is not a 
monopoly of ours, but the mineral oil 
of America, East Europe, and Asia 
comes to the hand of man in a liquid, 
or semi-liquid, form, whereas in Scot- 
land it has to be mined from the 
bowels of the earth in the form of 
shale and then put througli an elab- 
orate process of distillation in retorts 
of the most scientific construction. 
The Scottish oil industry is, from first 
to last, one calling for the exercise of 
the highest chemical and engineering 
knowledge and skill, whereas that of 
America calls for little more than the 
application of mechanicallabor. The 
history of the Scotch industry has 
been a romance, and few departments 
of human effort have experienced so 
many vicissitudes within considerably 
less than a generation. At present 
the trade seems to have fallen upon 
evil days, and a perusal of the annual 
reports of the several companies, the 
last of which has just been issued, is 
a depressing exercise. Looking at 
the net result of the operations of the 
financial year just closed. we find the 
following in the case of those com- 
panies that have published their ac- 


counts:

Thus, four only out of eight Com. 
panies are able to show a balance on 
the right side of profit and loss ac 
count, even by postponing allowances 
for depr: ciation of property, machin- 
ery and plant. In some cases (it 
would be invidious to make individ- 
ual references here) no depreciation 
has been written off for several years; 
in others the operation has only been 
suspended for a year or two, in the 
hope, no doubt, of better days to 
come. 

Whether such a hope can be fairly 
entertained there i8 only too good 
reuson to doubt. And that that vague, 
incorporate, yet shrewly intelligent, 
body called ‘the market” entertains 
but little hope can be inferred from an 
inspection of the Stock Exchange list. 
We have been at pains to compile a 
comparison of the prices of oil shares 
as at the close of last account and at 
the corresponding period of last year. 
The effect of a year’s depression is 
startling. The following statement 
shows the prices of the shares on 10th 
June, 1892 and 1891, respectively :

Now, what do these declines in the 
market prices of these shares repre: 
sent to the public? The question is 
more serious than may be generally 
supposed, for the oil shures are nearly 
all held in Scotland; and while they 
are distributed among all classes of 
the community they are very largely 
held by the class of small investors— 
the industrial and trading class—who 
have put their savings freely into this 
national industry. The following 
tables shows the depreciation in cap- 
ital amount:

To this, however, must be added 
the loss by interest in those compan. 
ies which have not paid any divi- 
dends, the depreciation on capital 
converted from debenture bonds into 
ordinary shares (Young’s), and the 
depreciation on other mortgage and 
debenture bonds and deferred shares 
—items which are not easily ascer- 
tainable, but which will bring up the 
year’s loss to, in round numbers, not 
less than three-quarters of a million 
sterling. Indeed, it would not be fair 
to assume that the community is 
poorer by one million in respect of 
these investments than it was a year 
ago. How much poorer since the 
companies were formed one shrinks 
from inguiring. 

This is a serious enough fact in it- 
self, but unfortunately, worse remains 
behind. The accounts of a consider- 
able number of these companies show 
that they are in a condition from 
which financial recovery is hopeless 
without some phenomenal revival in 
some branch of the oil trade. Of such 
phenomenon there is not the slightest 
prospect. Last year, good hopes were 
entertained of profit under the ar- 
rangement with the American com- 
petitors for sustaining the price of 
scale, or paraffine wax. What was 
gained, however, in scale was more 
than lost in burning and machinery 
oils, and a heavy net depreciation 
occurred. This year a fierce com- 
petition between the Americans and 
the Russians has produced a still 
further reduction in the price of oil, 
and at the present moment there does 
not seem to be a redeeming feature in 
the trade. Indeed, the competition 
between the petroleum wells of the 
eastern and the western hemispheres 
may conceivably reduce the price of 
burning-oil to farthings, instead of 
pence, per gallon, and with this pro- 
duct must also decline the heavier oils 
used for machinery purposes.. With 
the Scotch companies burning-oil 
is now very much in the nature 
of a_ by-product, their profit 
being derived from elements which 
formerly went to waste. This, how- 
ever, is a mere general statement, not 
to be received without qualification. 
Thus, the companies may not, as a 
rule, expect to make a profit on the 
average selling price of burning-oil, 
but if by the compstition of petroleum 
they are compelled to sell at a loss 
what they cannot avoid making, then 
their chance of profit upon the other 
products is protantoreduced. At the 
present moment the fortunes of the 
survivors seem to depend on the 
future course of scale and sulphate of 
ammonia, and the balance of por- 
bability does not appear to be in favor 
of an advance in either. On the other 
haud, the announcement of a heavy 
reduction in the price of petroleum in 
America conveys a serious menace. 
And it must be admitted that few if 
any of these Scotch incorporations are 
in a position to stand any further 
buffeting. Their balance-sheets are 
not models of perspicuity; indeed 
some of them leave the general iin- 
pression that ong are skilful con- 
trivances to hide the worst from the 
long-suffering proprietors. Some- 
times one may be cruel only to be 
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kind, and sometimes one may try to 
be kind and end by being cruel. If 
all the oil concerns had been properly 
debited with depreciations, most of 
them would have been wiped out of 
existence by this time. But while 
there is life there is hope; and, at all 
events, as long as there is life there is 
employment for a large number of 
persons, who will, indeed, be in an 
evil case when the oil industry has to 
be numbered among the departed 
glories of Scotland.

COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS. 


To the Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation :—Your Committe on Commer- 
cial Travelers beg to report the fra- 
ternity are well and doing well. They 
find the country in good condition, 
romans and happy, and ready to 
purchase liberal lines of drugs and 
proprietary articles. Orders were 
never better and notwithstanding 
that we have entered on the presiden- 
tial year they are successful. The 
commercial traveler finds three in- 
terests to conserve; first, his own; 
second, the firm he works for, and 
lastly the purchaser or the public. 
As he is always selected from amon 
the brightest, best informed, anc 
those with the best address, you may 
be sure that he takes good 
eare of his own interest, and for 
the same reasons, including his inter- 
est, looks faithfully after the interest 
of hisemployer. He gets a reason- 
able profit when you take into con- 
sideration the sharp competition he is 
compelled to meet. The retail drug- 
gist or purchaser is treated honorably 
and fairly by the traveling salesman 
at all times, and no longheaded sensi- 
ble traveler ever deviates from this 
rule. Itisthe only policy that pays him 
orhis firm. Is it profitable to em- 
ploy travelers? This a question that 
now interests nearly every wholesale 
firm in America. We admit that he 
gets one-third of all he makes for his 
firm on an average, but this includes 
his salary, traveling and hotel ex- 
penses. Is ittoo much? In theopin- 
ion of your committee it is not, nor is 
it too little. 

But in order to meet this great ex- 
pense the firm must buy their goods 
at the best advantage, and at. all times 
sell at paying prices. Nosuch vast 
fortunes can now be piled up as have 
been in the past, except where special 
or proprietary articles are owned, or 
where the business is done at the 
smallest possible expense. Can the 
wholesaler continue to build the finest 
stores, live in elegant houses, and 
remain, as they should merchant 
princes? We fear this will be harder 
in the future. 

Can we reduce the number of our 
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travelers? Wecan, if it is our best | criminal ease against one Luzen J. 


policy, do as we did with the rebate, 
agree in national convention and 
stand by it like men. 

Shall we do it? Doubtful. 
our interest? Doubtful. 

Nearly every wholesaler now em- 
ploys travelers, not more than three 
or four exceptions in our organiza- 
tion, such as Weeks & Potter Co., 
Boston, Muth Bros., Baltimore., and 
C. W. Snow & Co., Syracuse—enough 
to prove the rule. 

We therefore conclude that our 
commercial brother is here to stay, 
and will remain a genial, intelligent 
and faithful factor in our business as 
long as this organization exists, and 
we predict that no present member 
will live to see the end of either.

OF THE .COMMITTEE 
INFRINGEMENT OF 
TRADE MARKS. 

Your Commitnee begs leave to re- 
port as follows: 

There have been very few cases 
during the past year which would call

for notice by your committee. Prom- 
inent among these is the case of 


Keasby & Mattison, vs. the Brooklyn 
Chemical Works, et al. This case was 
to determine whether the plaintiff’s 
claim of ‘‘Bromo-Caffeine”’ as a valid 
trade mark should be held. The tes- 
timony for the plaintiff’s elicited the 
fact that they had for the past ten 
years engaged in the manufacture of 
an effervescent preparation used as a 
remedy for headache and other ner- 
vous diseases; that through their ef- 
forts it had acquired an extensive rep- 
utation and very large sale, and that 
the name ‘“*Bromo-Catfeine”’ had been 
selected by them, practically origin- 
ated by them, and trade-marked for 
the purpose of protecting themselves 
in the enjoyment of trade acquired by 
the expenditure of large sums cre- 
ated for this particular article. 

The defense was, first, that the 
phrase ‘‘Bromo-Caffeine’’ was a com- 


bination of words which had been in 
common use and which indi- 
eated the character, kind, qual- 
ity and composition of the prep- 


aration placed upon the market by 
the plaintiffs under the trade marked 
name ** Bromo-Caffeine.’’ The judg- 
ment of the court was that ‘the 
yroofs offered by the defendants 
ailed to establish any such conclu- 
sion, and the words ‘ Bromo-Caffeine ’ 
are never commonly used and have 
no significant meaning, neither does 
the word ‘ Bromo’ have any special 
significance. It specifies no a 
fact, and is outside of all other classi- 
fications. ‘Bromo’ when applied to 
‘caffeine’ makes a perfectly valid 
trade name for the preparation man- 
ufactured and used by the plaintiffs, 
and is used as their commercial sig- 
nature, and it is not to be interfered 
with by other persons making a 
similar preparation.” 

The second point, one on which the 
reatest stress was laid by the defen- 
dants, consistsed in the fact that 
about the year 1867, a German chem- 
ist produced a chemical compound to 
which the discoverer gave the name 
of ‘‘ Bromo-Caffeine,”’this appellation 
being in the direct line of analogy 
with other similar bromo-substituted 
organic compounds. This chemical 
has been used both in this country 
and in Europe, but never had any ex- 
tensive sale, and differs entirely from 
the preparation made by the plaint- 
iffs, and known throughout the world 
under the trade marked name 
‘* Bromo-Caffeine.”” The court was 
of the opinion that even with this fact 
freely admitted by the plaintiffs, it 
furnished no support whatever for the 
defendant’s contention that on ac- 
eount of this chemical having been 
previously discovered, and the words 
**bromo-caffeine”’ having theiefore 
previously appeared in pa print, 
the plaintiffs have no right to the use 
of the words “bromo-caffeine”’ as a 
valid trade-mark under the laws of the 
United States. In summing up, the 
judge decided that the title ‘‘ bromo- 
caffeine ’’ as aname applied as a trade- 
mark is valid, and in commenting 
thereon, says: ‘‘If there is aught 
within the province of the Court of 
Equity, it should be the protection in 
the legitimate enjoyment of the fruits 
of business enterprise, and the firm 
repression of any attempt at their ap- 
propriation by others after their being 
made valuable and remunerative by 
the business efforts and at the expense 
of the originators. The principles of 


law underlying cases of this character 

and governing the grant or withhold- 

ing of relief have been often adjudi- 

cated and are substantially unvaried 

in judicial expression.”

Mattison also had a 


Finch for the sale of an effervescent 
preparation which he called ‘* bromide 
eaffeine,’’ the plaintiffs contending in 
that case that bromide-caffeine was 
an infringement and a counterfeiting 
of the term ‘ Bromo-Caffeine.’? In 
this case Finch was convicted and 
sentenced under the laws of the State 
of New York, for counterfeiting the 
trade-mark employed by the plaintiffs. 

The only other case of importance 
that has arisen the past year is that 
known the ‘Carlsbad Case,”’ in 
which a point that was entirely new 
was decided. This is a trade-mark 
case, involving the question whether a 
city has a right to its own name in the 
sale of the natural products put on the 
market by thesame. It is entirely dif- 
ferent from any other trade-mark case, 
because it was usually supposed that 
a geographical name would not 
protected by the courts. Five years 
ago the Carlsbad Salt was largely imi- 
tated by parties in the West acting 
under the above supposition. The 
city of Carlsbad owns all the springs 
at Carlsbad and does business in the 
sale of the waters and manufactures 
the salt, ete. The city is a corpora- 
tion, is therefor the trader, and 
soon as it was brought to the notice 
of the proper authorities there suits 
were commenced against various par- 
ties who imitated these goods. 
Judge Blodgett, in his decision 
at Chicago, stated the rights of the 
city in this matter very plainly 
by saying ‘“‘that there can be no 
doubt that the City of Carlsbad, being 
the manufacturer of these salts, has 
right to indicate their origin by its 
own name to the same extent that a 
natural person would have such right, 
and it is equally clear to my mind 
that no other manufacturer of salts, 
even of the same chemical elements, 
has the right to put them in the mar- 
ket in the complainant’s name. 

“The complainant’s salts are not 
only made in Carlsbad but are made 
by Carlsbad, and no one else has the 
right to use the name of Carlsbad as 
a designation of salts obtained from 
the Carlsbad waters. The mere fact 
that skilled chemists can combine the 
constituents of these salts as to 
make a more or less perfect imitation 
of them, does not justify defendant in 
trading upon the reputation which 
has been established for complain- 
ant’s goods.”’ 

The defendants manufactured a 
granular Eff. Carlsbad salt and were, 
by the decision of Judge Blodgett, 
enjoined from the future use of this 
name of Carlsbad with any prepara- 
tion of salt. All the other manufac- 
turers of Carlsbad salts on being noti- 
tied of this decision promptly stopped 
the manufacture and sale of granular 
Eff. Carlsbad salt. 

There is a case pending in behalf of 
the City of Carlsbad against the party 
for the manufacture of quadruple 
Carlsbad water. The testimony in 
this case has been taken abroad and 
is quite voluminous, and is at present 
on tile in the circuit court of New 
York city. There is not much doubt 
but that the party will be enjoined 
from the use of the word Carlsbad for 
the manufacture of mineral waters. 

In both these the broad 
ground is taken and affirmed that the 
originators of a business name or 
trade mark must be protected in the 
enjoyment of that remuneration which 
their efforts and outlay have made 
possible, Frep. L. Carrer,

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REPORT OF THE ALCOHOL COM- 
MITTEE. 

Mr. President and Gentlemen of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation : 

At the last annual meeting of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, held in Louisville in October, 
1891, the following resolution was 
adopted : 

* Resolved, That the President of 
this Association be instructed to ap- 
point a committee to be known as the 
Alcohol Committee, whose duty it shall 
be to consult with the officers of the 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding Co., with 
a view of protecting the interests of 
drug jobbers who handle their pro- 
ducts; said committee to have power 
to act, and also to increase their num- 
ber as circumstances may require.” 


The resolution was carried. The 
President nominated the following 


members to act: James E. Davis, De- 
troit, chairman; J. C. Fox, Atchison; 
Geo. K. Hopkins, St. Louis; Daniel 
Myers, Cleveland; and F. L. Carter, 
of Boston; all most excellent men 
except the chairman of the committee. 


Every member of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association 


knows that the alcohol business of this 
country is largely controlled by the 








Distilling and Cattle Feeding Co., lo- 
eated at Peoria, [ll., one of the few 
strong manufacturing combinations 
in this country; and although there 
are a large number of independent or 
outside distilleries not connected with 
the Distilling and Cattle Feeding Co., 
yet this large organization is able to 
control and do about as they please 
with their customers, and with raising 
or lowering of prices. the outsiders 
following in their wake. 

Their system of doing business with 
those who buy of them, is very largely 
one-sided. With every invoice of al- 
cohol, a certificate is issued, which 
reads as follows: 

‘*‘Not transferable or negotiable. 

“Subject to the conditions named 
herein, and for the purpose of secur- 
ing the continuous patronage of the 
within named purchaser, the succes- 
sors and assigns of the same, for its 
products, the Distilling and Cattle 
reeding Company, six months from 
the date of this purchase voucher, 


s. 








will pay to ———— purchaser, ——— 
dollars, being a rebate of seven 
cents per proof gallon on — 


proof gallons of the Distilling and 
Cattle Feeding Company’s product 
purchased this day. This voucher 
will be valid and payable’ only 
upon condition that the above pur- 
chaser, the successors and assigns of 
the same, from the date of this 
voucher to the time of its payment, 
shall have bought their supply of 
such kinds of goods as produced by 
the Distilling and Cattle Feeding Co., 
and all compounds thereof, execlus- 
ively of one or more of the dealers 


named on the back hereof, until | 
further notified, and shall also have 
suscribed to the certificate on the 


back hereof. [Signed. | 
*DISTILLING AND CaTrTLE FEEDING Co., 
By the President.”’ 

On the back of these vouchers, is 
the following wording: 

“It is hereby certified, that 
from the date of this voucher 
to the maturity thereofthe within 
named purchaser, and the = suc- 
cessors and assigns of the same, 
have purchased all of their supply of 
such kinds of goods, and their com- 
pounds, as are produced by the Dis- 
tilling and Cattle Feeding Co., ex- 
clusively from one or more of the 
dealers named hereon.”’ 

It will readily be seen that the Dis- 
tilling and Cattle Feeding Co. under 
the conditions of these rebate certifi- 
cates, will control the continnous 
patronage of their customer, or else 
the customer will forfeit his rebates. 

Outside distilleries sell at about the 
same prices as the Distilling and 
Cattle feeding Co., allowing rebate at 
time of purchase. 

The resolution adopted at the last 
Association meeting requested the 
committee to consult with the officers 
of the Distilling and Cattle Feeding 
Company witha view of protecting 
the interests of drug jobbers who 
handle their products. On_ the 
strength of this resolution, the chair- 
man of your committee called the 
members together last January to 
meet in Chicago, during a time when 
the directors of the Cattle Feeding 
Company would hold a meeting. 

At this meeting, we regret to state 
that no good was accomplished. 
The directors of the Cattle Feeding 
Company seemed very desirous to 
adopt some plan that would secure a 
proht to the trade; and it therefore 
only remained to agree upon a plan 
that would be acceptable and accom- 
plish the object desired. The direc- 
tors evidently had deliberated, and 


had their minds made up that there 
was only one plan that would ac- 
complish the end, and at the 
same time be satisfactory to the 
Cattle Feeding Company. This 
was the plan contemplating the 


using ofa rebate voucher on every 
barrel of aleohol sold by the jobber, 
as originally designed by the Cattle 
Feeding Co. when they began their 
arbitrary rules; and it is unnecessary 
to state that they also knew, in mak- 
ing up their minds in this direction, 
that it would enlarge and extend the 
grasp of the Cattle reeding Co.’s hold 
upon the trade, which would not only 
include their direct patrons, but also 
the patrons of their customers. 

This plan your committee could not 
agree to accept, as it was impossible 
to obtain the assistance of those who 
were buying outside. This plan was 
the only plan that the Cattle Feeding 
Co, would talk about or adopt, and as 
it was impossible to secure the eo- 
operation of those buying outside, 
the matter had to be dropped, and it 
stands to-day in the position as we 
left it at that time. 

We have had no further consulta- 
tion with the directors of this compa- 
ny, for the reason that we did not 









consider it wise to call such a meeting, 
as the distilling company are now in- 
terested in lawsuits of such a nature 
that they would probably not give 
your committee any satisfaction ; and 
it was therefore decided that we should 
postpone any further work on this 
subject until after these lawsuits had 
been settled. We are in hopes that 
eventually good work will be accomp- 
lished, as the feeling of all the dealers 
handling aleohol is that a fair profit 
should be made on this class of goods, 
it having assumed such a large pro- 
portion of the business of the whole- 
|} sale druggist that selling it at cost 
reduces the percentage of profits ma- 
terially. 

We can only recommend eternal 
vigilance to the new committee to be 
appointed for 1892, and hope they will 
be able to accomplish the desire of 
the resolution adopted at the last 
meeting of the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON LEG- 
ISLATION, 
(Conrinued.) 


The Riley” bill made it a misde- 
meanor for any party or parties to 
form an agreement, or to combine in 
order to influence trade prices. Both 
of these bills were defeated, and are 
the only bills which were introduced 
affecting the interests of the drug 
trade in that State. 

In our previous report considerable 
Space was devoted to the subject of 
reciprocity, and the steps taken by the 
committee to obtain a recognition of 
our interests, in the negotiation of re- 
ciprocal treaties, by securing all pos- 
sible concessions in the duties upon 
drugs, chemicals, perfumery, and pro- 
prietary medicines. We can safely as- 
sert that this policy of reciprocal trade 
has passed the experimental stage 
and is now well established in popular 
favor. While its full benefits cannot 
be measured in the short time it has 
been in operation, yet sufficient results 
have already been attained to demon- 
strate its advantages in the increased 
trade with the Latin-American coun- 
tries. 

The alarm manifested by Great 
Britain and European governments 
which have so long monopolized this 
commerce, is an evidence of the sagac- 
ity and wisdom manifested in the 
adoption of this principle of reciprocal! 
commerce. When we consider that 
we have had to compete with rivals 
who have long been entrenched in 
these markets, and equipped with all 
the facilities of trade, such as rapid 
lines of communication, long estab- 
lished banking facilities, systems of 
credit, and a thorough acquaintance 
with the languages and business 
methods of the merchants of these 
countries, itis surprising that we have 
made the progress we have, 

Quoting from a recent issue of a re- 
liable commercial journal, we find the 
statement that during the short time 
treaties have been in operation with 
the countries south of us to June 30th 
last, our exports of domestic products 
have increased from $34,196,349 to 
$42,328,678, an increase of $8,132,329, 
or 23.78 per cent., and we have only 
begun to realize the benefits arising 
from these new commercial relations. 
We all agree that commerce is largely 
dependent upon its instruments. 

American products are still largely 
carried to foreign countries in foreign- 
built ships, sustained by government 
subsidies, direct and indirect. If Con- 
gress would emulate the example of 
foreign nations, by a generous en- 
couragement of our shipping inter- 
ests, our products would soon reach 
not only the Latin-American, but all 
the ports of the world, in American- 
| built ships, manned by American sea- 
| man, and floating the American flag, 
| for commerce follows the flag. 

Our Government is awaking from 
its long-continued apathy in this re- 
spect. The postal subsidy bill, the 
late law providing for the purchase 
and construction of steamers of a 
specified class, are steps in the right 
| direction, and will largely increase 
our facilities for foreign trade, and 
| furnish protection in case of war with 
foreign powers; but what we need in 
| addition to these, to restore our lost 
restige upon the seas, is, a ** tonnage 
bill,’’ which includes all American- 
built vessels, sail and steam, engaged 
in foreign trade. 

There have not been many changes

Negotiations are still pending with 
Mexico, the Argentine Republic, and 
other of the American countries. 

LIST OF AGREEMENTS CONCLUDED. 

These agreements, so far as pro- 
claimed, are in number as follows: 

1. With the United States of Brazil, 
concluded January 31st: proclaimed 
February 5th; went into effect, April 
1, 1891. 

2. With Spain for her colonies Cuba 
and Puerto Rico, concluded June 16th ; 
proclaimed August Ist; and went into 
effect September 1, 1891. 

3. With Santo Domingo, concluded 
June 4th; proclaimed August Ist; 
went into effect September 1, 1891. 

4, With the German Empire, con- 
cluded January 30th; proclaimed Feb- 
ruary Ist; went into effect February 1, 
1892. 

5. With the Republic of Salvador, 
concluded December 30th ; proclaimed 
December 31, 1891; and went into 
effect February 1, 1892. 

6. With the British West India Col- 
onies, including Trinidad, Barbadoes, 
the Leeward Islands, the Windward 
Islands, British Guiana, Jamaica, and 
their dependencies, concluded Febru- 
ary Ist; proclaimed February Ist; and 
went into effect February 1, 1892. 

7. With the Republic of Nicaragua, 
eoncluded March 11tth; proclaimed 
March 12th; and went into effect 
March 12, 1892. 

8. With the Republic of Guatemala, 
concluded December 30th ; proclaimed 
May 18th; went into effect May 30, 
1882. 

9. With the Republic of Costa Rica; 
still pending ratification by the Con- 
gress of that Republic. 

10. With the Republic of Honduras, 
concluded April 29th; proclaimed 
April 30th; went into effect May 25, 
1892. 

11. With France and her colonies; 
still pending ratification by French 
Chambers. 

12. With Austria-Hungary, con- 
cluded May 25th; proclaimed May 
26th ; went into effect May 26, 1892. 

Under these agreements, in consid- 
eration of the removal of the duties 
formerly imposed by the laws of the 
United States upon sugar, coffee and 
other raw products of the countries 
named, their governments have re- 
moved or considerably reduced the 
import duties formerly imposed upon 
the breadstuffs, provisions, lumber, 
coal, and a large number of other 
products of the United States and 
those still imposed upon similar mer- 
chandise brought into port from other 
nations. 

BRAZIL, 

Aricles admitted free—Cotton seed 
oil, rosin, tar, pitch and turpentine. 

Articles on which there is a reduc- 
tion of duty 25 per cent.—Manufact- 
ures of rubber. 

CUBA AND PUERTO RICO. 

Articles admitted free—Water, min- 
eral or medicinal, rosin, tar, pitch, 
turpentine, asphalt, schist and bitu- 
men, petroleum, raw or crude, cotton 
seed oil and meal cake of same for 
cattle, books and pamphlets, bound or 
unbound, 

Articles on which there is a reduc- 
tion of duty 50 per cent.—Glass and 
crystal ware, plate and window glass, 
and the same silvered, quicksilvered 
or platinized, rubber and oe percha 

and manufactures thereof. 

Articles on which there is a reduc- 
tion of duty 25 per cent.—Soap, toilet 
and perfumery, medicines, proprietary 
and patent, and all others and drugs. 


SAN DOMINGO, 

Articles admitted free of duty—Cot- 
ton’seed oil and meal cake of same, 
resin, tar, pitch and turpentine, books. 
pamphlets and printed matter, mineral 
waters, natural and artificial. 

JAMAICA, BARBADOES, TRINIDAD, AND 
LEEWARD AND WINDWARD ISLANDS, 
EXCEPT GRENADA. 

Articles admitted free of duty- 
Books, bound and unbound, pamph- 
lets, newspapers and printed matter in 
all languages, medicinal extracts and 
preparations of all kinds, including 
proprietary and patent medicines, but 
exclusive of quinine or preparations 
of quinine, opium, india rubber and 
gutta percha goods, rosin, tar, pitch 
and turpentine. varnish not containing 
spirits, bottles and glassware, cotton 
seed oil and meal cake. 


SALVADOR. 


Articles admitted free of duty—Tar, 
vegetable and mineral, quicksilver, 
sulphate of quinine, hops, scientific in- 
struments, samples of merchandise 
the duties on which do not exceed 
$1.00, books and pamphlets.

Articles admitted free of duty—Cot-

HONDURAS. 

Articles admitted free of duty—Tar, 
mineral or vegetable, books, He mad 
lets, maps and charts, quicksilver, 
hops, sulphate of quinine. 

Under date of March 28, 1892, the 
chairman received a communication 
from Mr. Wm. E. Curtis, Director of 
the Bureau of American Republics, 
stating that there was a disposition on 
the part of the Democratic members 
of the house committee on foreign af- 
fairs, to abolish this bureau on the 
ground of economy, and requesting 
the influence of our association in its 
behalf. There was no fault found with 
the management of the bureau, nor 
any desire to abolish it on other 
grounds than that of economy. 

On March 31st the chairman issued 
a circular setting forth this fact, and 
also the value and necessity of this 
bureau in connection with reciprocal 
treaties, and requesting the members, 
if consistent with their views, to 
promptly write their representatives 
to defeat the proposition. This circu- 
lar was mailed to all members, both 
active and associate. 

In a letter received from Mr. Curtis, 
April 21, 1892, he stated it was not 
necessary to continue efforts, as there 
would be no further trouble in Con- 
gress, thanks to our kind services and 
those of other friends, and that the 
Secretary of State wished him to ex- 
press his appreciation of our thought- 
ful interest. 

That the session of the Fifty-second 
Congress has closed without the pass- 
age of a ‘‘bankruptcy bill’ seems to 
be viewed with general regret by 
business men throughout the country. 

The ‘‘Torrey bill,’”’ which has been 
so prominently before the public and 
which has been endorsed by a large 
number of commercial, industrial and 
professional bodies, seems to be re- 

arded as a fair measure, constructed 
in the interest of both debtor and 
creditor, by all except those who are 
opposed in toto to every form of bank- 
ruptcy legislation. Probably no bill 
has been subjected to more severe 


scrutiny and criticism, or been more 
frequently remodeled. 

Mr. Torrey has manifested a dispo- 
sition to submit to any amendments 
that will not impair the efficiency of 
the bill. The presence of two other 
bills before the Judiciary Committee 
of the Senate, and the difficulty of 
adjusting these differences without 
offense to their authors and friends, 
was doubtless the cause of much delay, 
but itis possible these differences may 
be arranged during the adjournment, 
and a satisfactory bill be passed before 
the close of the present Congress, 

As this subject comes within the 
province of the Committee on, Credits 
and Collections, and will doubtless 
receive attention in their report, we 
will not trespass upon the time of the 
convention with arguments or an 
analysis of the bill. We take pleasure, 
however, in referring those who are 
interested in the study of this subject 
to the very full representation of the 
“Torrey bill’ in the report of the 
Committee on Credits and Collec- 
tions, Mr. James E. Davis, chairman, 
read and adopted at the Washington 
City meeting, 1890. 

It is possible the committee may 
not have been informed of, or may 
have overlooked, some important 
legislative measures affecting our in- 
terests. If such is the case we trust 
the members will bring them before 
the association for scussion and 
action.

ity and advancement. 

In the order of their death we re- 
cord the names of those missing from 
our midst. They are: Christopher 
Wetherill, Philadelphia; Dr. Archi- 
bald W. Wright, Philadelphia; Charles 
F. Erhart, New York; James H. 
Richardson, Detroit; Edwin L. Stan- 
wood, Portland; J. Henry Crockett, 
Portland; Daniel Stewart, Indianapo- 
lis; Jesse Willis Rankin, Atlanta; 
William B. French, Albany; Solomon 
Carter, Boston; John H. Maris, Phil- 
adelphia; Gen. William Wells, Bur- 
lington ; Stephen Romaine Pinckney, 
New York; William F. Simes, Phila- 
delphia; William B. Blanding, Provi- 
dence; John L. Whiting, Boston; 
Frederick Eckstein, Jr., Cincinnati; 
Peter Wendover, Bedford, N. Y.; 
Dr. William Strother, Lynchburg.

Christopher Wetherill died Oct. 24, 
1891, aged seventy-six years. He was 
forty years senior member of the firm 
of George D. Wetherill & Co. of Phil- 
adelphia, which is on the active list of 
membership of the association. 

Mr. Wetherill has been connected 
with that firm for about sixty years, 
and notwithstanding his advanced 
age was actively identified with its 
business up to a few months previous 
to his death. He wasa man of most 
exemplary character, untiring indus- 
try, and one of the most respected 
citizens of Philadelphia, in whose wel- 
fare he took a most lively interest, 
contributing his share towards pro- 
moting its prosperity and forwarding 
its general welfare. He was a mem- 
ber of the Philadelphia Drug Ex- 
change, a director of the Howard 
Hospital and Infirmary and, at one 
time, was a trustee of the Philadel- 
phia College of Pharmacy. 

Dr. Archibald W. Wright died De- 
cember 21, 1891, aged sixty-two years. 
Dr. Wright was the founder and se- 
nior member of the firm of A. W., 
Wright & Co., Philadelphia, which 
had been established for about twenty 
years. He was a gentleman of digni- 
fied presence and bearing, but cordial 
and frank with his friends; one of 
active business habits and undisputed 
integrity. 

During our civil war Dr. Wright 
entered the service of the government 
as surgeon of the Fifty-second regi- 
ment of Pennsylvania Volunteers, 
and while so engaged contracted a 
malarial fever from which he never 
entirey recovered. 

Charles F. Erhart of the firm of 
Charles Pfizer & Company, New York, 
died December 27, 1891, at the age of 
70 years, after a short illness. Mr. 
Erhart came to this country from 
Wurtemberg, Germany, in 1849; and 
associated himself with Mr. Charles 
Pfizer, his brother-in-law, in the man- 
ufacture of chemicals products. Mr. 
Erhart was a thorough chemist, who 
deligently familiarized himself with 
every advance in chemistry and with 
the improved methods of manufac- 
ture. 

He was a man of sterling character, 
unostentatious charity, and uniform 
kindness; which made him a favorite 
in all classes of society. 

A widow, two daughters, and one 
son survive him, the latter being 
connected with the firm of Charles 
Pfizer & Co. 

James H. Richardson died in De- 
troit, December 31, 1891, aged 49 
years. At the time of his death he 
was connected with the firm of Parke, 
Davis & Co., Detroit, who are on the 
av list of members of our associa- 

ion. 

Mr. Richardson commenced his ex- 
perience in the drug business as a 
poe boy, in the retail stores in 

averhill, Mass., and Newton, Mass.

J. Henry Crockett died January 31, 
1891, aged 47 years. 

He was a member of the firm of J. 
W. Perkins & Co., Portland, who are on 
the active list of the association’s 
members. 

Mr. Crockett was a well known and 
highly respected citizen of Portland, 
which city he made his home at an 
early age, when he entered the service 
of y . Perkins & Co., in a subordi- 
nate position. Through faithfulness 
and_ strict devotion to business he 
gradually worked his way up to a 
membership of the firm of his old em- 
ployers. 

He ha exceptional talent as a ma- 
thematician, and delighted in solving 
the most difficult problems; as a busi- 
ness man and financier he is claimed 
to have had few equals in the city of 
his home. 

Mr. Crockett was a prominent Odd 
Fellow, in which order he had ad- 
vanced through the variovs offices 
until he became the Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of the state of 
Maine. All of these positions were 
filled with great ability, for which he 
received many expressions of appro- 
val from the order. He was the com- 
piler of the digest of the Grand Lodge 
©’ Maine which was knuwa as Crock- 
ett’s Digest. 

He was president of the Odd Fellows 
State Relief Association, secretary of 
the Portland Club, and for two years 
represented his ward in tae Council of 
his city. 

Daniel £t2wart; born February 3d, 
1824, died February 25th, 1892, of 
apoplexy. Daniel Stewart was one of 
the founders of this association in 1876 
and its president in 1899. He had 
always been an active and influential 
member, whose warm interest in the 
welfare of the association was univer- 
sally recognized. 

His counsels were marked with rare 
moderation, in which his kindly 
umor won the interest of his hearers, 
while those of dissenting opinions felt 
his gentle consideration and respect 
for their views. He was a lovable 
man; one whom all hastened to greet 
and whose absence from our meetings 
was always marked. 

He commenced’ his career in the 
drug business in 1840, as a clerk for 
Samuel Bryan in Greensburg, Ind., 
whose store was purhased by his

father and himself three years later. | always putting people on better ermss 


After being together a few years, and 
feeling that his father’s interest— 
through the requirements for the sup- 
port of a large family—was growing 
smaller, while his own was increasing, 
by having none but himself to care 
for, he relinquished, without any com- 
pensation, his interest in the business 
and sought other occupation. 

An obituary notice in the Indiana- 
polis Journal, of February 25th, 1892, 
is here freely quoted from, on account 
of its not only giving a very full his- 
tory of his business career, from the 
time he separated from his father, but 
because it embodies some of the quaint 
humor and characteristics which Mr. 
Stewart’s friends and admirers will 
readily recognize as belonging to him. 

“Tt was about that period that he 
entered a printing office and became a 
fairly good compositor. He would 
often laughingly say that if he learned 
nothing else while a type-setter he 
learned how to spell, and he always 
took no small amount of satisfaction 
in his orthography. He went into the 
daguerreotype business and for three 
years traveled over a large portion of 
the state, generally on foot. On one 
oceasion getting homesick, he walked 
from Spencer to Greensburg in two 
days, stopping over night at Martin- 
sville. He was prematurely gray, and 
accounted for it by saying that the 
gray hairs came while trying to make 
people satistied with their likenesses. 
Mr, Stewart’s habit of making people 
satisfied with their likenesses remain- 
ed with him through life, strengthen- 
ing as the years went by. e wa- 


with themselves and the rest of man- 
kind, and bore the reputation of being 
a peace-maker to such a degree that 
whenever matters in the church or 
among his business neighbors became 
tempestuous, it was considered quite 
the thing to call him in to adjust 
matters.” 

After a time, the elder Stewart de- 
siring to retire, his two sons, Daniel 
and John H. bought the store and con- 
tinued in the drug business in Green- 
sburg till 1863, when Daniel removed 
to Indianapolis, and in company with 
Stephen W. Morgan and Thoinas G, 
Barry purchased the wholesale and 
retail business of Wm. Hannaman, 
No. 40 East Washington st. The bu- 
siness grew rapidly, and in time it was 
found necessary to give up the retail 
department altogether. 

n 1881, ‘“‘the Old Gibraltar” drug 
house,as it came to be known, remover 
to Nos. 42 to 50 South Meridan St., 
and two years later, Mr. Stewart pur- 
chased the entire business, since which 
time he had been sole proprietor. Mr. 
Stewart, however, never wrote him- 
self as ‘‘I”’ in the business, but mo- 
destly retained the collective ‘‘ we’’; 
and he desired it to be understood 
that everybody in the house was in- 
cluded. 

Three years ago he was stricken 
with inflammatory rheumatism, the 
attack being one of great violence and 

ersistence. It was some time before 

e obtained relief, and for quite a 
while he was expected to die, as his 
heart was seriously affected. Since 
that time his family have been appre-

his death. Sueh, however, was not 
to be the case. 

Mr. Stewart was a generous, genial 
man everywhere, but specially lovable 
in his own home, where his bright and 
cheery nature was at its best—a home 
famous for its unostentatious hospi- 
tality. 

On May 18, 1858, he was married to 
Miss Martha Tarkington, daugher of 
the late Rev. Joseph Tarkington, of 
Greensburg. As they left the altar 
the happy husband remarked to the 
bride: *‘* We have started on a long 
journey.”’ It proved to be a journey 
of nearly thirty-four years, and yet all 
too short to her whom he left to survive 
him, and to whom he was always the 
lover. His fondness for his daughters 
and grandchildren was the talk of the 
neighborhood, and many an afternoon 
he would remain away from business 
to have a romp with the grandchil- 
dren. 

The loss of such a man as Mr. Stew- 
art is felt far beyond his own family 
circle; friends, neighbors and associ- 
ates miss his cheery manner, his gen- 
erous encouragement and wise coun- 
sel, 

His absence from these meetings of 
our association will long be noted by 
his fellow members. 

Jesse Willis Rankin, vice-president 
of the Lamar & Rankin Drug Co., 
died at his home in Atlanta, Ga., on 
the evening of February 25, 1892. He 
was born July 19, 1839, and was there- 
fore in his fifty-third year. At the

gists’ Association. He was a frequent 
attendant at the conventions and man- 
ifested an active interest in all the 
proceedings. By his associates and 


] friends he was held in high esteem; 


while in his native State he was looked 
upon as being an energetic, capable 
and successful business man, whose 
abilities very largely contributed to 
the prosperity of the various houses 
with which he was associated. 

He was one of the projectors of the 
Georgia Pharmaceutical Association, 
and contributed largely by his influ- 
ence and interest in establishing its 
position among the druggists of that 
State, and in directing legislation 
towards the elevation of pharmacy. 

William B. French died March, 27, 
1892, aged forty-six years. 

He was vice-president of the Dow 
H. Fonda Drug Co., Albany, which 
house is on the active roll of member- 
ship of the association. 

Mr. French was, in 1890, chairman 
of the Committee on Fraternal Rela- 
tions. In this case, as in that of Ed- 
win L. Stanwood, the writer is pained 
to state (in order to be held blameless 
by their friends) that he has been un- 
able to secure any information regard- 
ing the lives and history of these de- 
ceased members, notwithstanding his 
application to their respective houses. 
Therefore, unless some of their per- 
sonal friends can supply the omissions,. 
this record of our deceased members is 
that far incomplete.

The demand for paintsis somewhat 
more active, though there is a lack of 
large orders and the business passing 
is mainly in the way of jobbing par- 
cels. Itis encouraging, however, as 
indicating alittle improvement in the 
trade generally. Manufacturersof dry 
colors report a very quiet market, 
consumers buying no more than they 
actually require. There is a scarcity 
of Nos. 1 and 2 grades of Kauri gum 
to be noted. Prices during the period 
uuder review have shown no material 
change. We would call attention to 
the articles on carbon black to be 
found in our correspondence column 
of this issue, 


White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 
Pig Lead.—This has been one of the 


dullest weeks the trade has experi- 
enced for some time past. The lar- 
gest sales have been carload lots, and 
there were few of those. Prices have 
been more or less nominal and on the 
whole easy, the closing quotations 
being 4@405e. Most of the retail 
sules made during the week were at 
4.07%c, which, considering present 
quotations, indicates an easier feel- 
ing. 

White Lead. The fall trade is pro- 
gressing steadily. There is a very 
good demand, though nothing more 
than might reasonably be expected at 
this time of the year. The fact is 
that consumers and dealers are taking 
no more stock than they can readily 


dispose of, preferring to let the man- 
ufacturers carry the goods until they 
are needed. There has been no change 
in the quotations, and none is ex- 
pected considering the fact that the 
cost of production remains about the 
same. The corroders continue to quote 
6%c for 12 tona or over, 6%c for 7 to 
12 tons, 7e for 500 tbs to 5 tons, and 
7% c for lots of less than 500 fos. The 
terms on lots of 500 tbs or over are 
60 days, or 2%% discount for cash if 
paid within 15 days from date of in- 
voice. To make any of the above 
quantities it is allowable to include 
any assortment of packages of white 
lead, red lead, or litharge, or all of 
these articles. Dry white lead in kegs 
is quoted at thesame prices as lead in 
oil,butin barrels a reduction of Ke per 
pound is made. No pre-payment of 
nor allowance for freight is made and 
there are no rebates. 

Litharge.—The consuming demand 
is only moderate at present. Glass 
makers’ grades are receiving more at- 
tention thao other kinds, but even 
they are selling in limited quantities 
only. Prices are maintait.ed, and we 
have no changes to make in our 
quotations. = 

Orange Minerals.—There is a steady 
demand from consumers, but as a 
rule small lots have the preference. 
The market is firm and we have no 
change to make in our quotations, 

Red Lead.—The demaud is fair, but 
it largely of a jobbing character. 
There is nothing to disturb the firm 
tone of the market, and prices remain 
the same as when we last wrote. 

O.xide of Zinc.—An active marketin 
this line of business has prevailed 
since the close of last weeks report. 
Quotations show no notable change, 
and are for domestic, 4%@5c, as 
to quality, Florence red seal at 6c 
and green seal at 7c. Where ten bar- 
rels are to be shipped in one lot, 1% 
discount is allowed, and 2% for 25 
barrel lots; while for single ship- 
ments embracing 100 barrels 4% 
is deducted. The prices for French 
zines are as follows: In _ bbls 
of 220% lbs, 6%c for dry Antwerp red 
seal, 7c for ditto green seal, 7%c for 
dry Paris red seal, and 9c for Paris 
green seal. The discounts allowed to 
large buyers of one or assorted 
grades are: Ten-bbl lots, 1% ; 25 bbis, 
2% and 60 bbls, 4% ; all30 days. But no 
discount is allowed on less than 10-bbl 
lots. Ground in poppy seed oil, the 
quotations for these zincs are 10%c for 
less than a ton of red seal in drums, 
and 10c for a ton or over; 11%c is 
quoted for less than a ton green seal, 
and lic foratonor more. Cans are 
held at 10%@10%c for red _ seal, and 
11%@11% for green seal. The above 
discounts include the brokerage.

However, a firm feeling pre- 
vails and it is generally believed here 
that the manufacturers in their con- 
ference on Thursday decided to ad- 
vance quotations, following the ex- 
ample of the importers, although at 
this writing no definite information 
regarding the action taken at that 
meeting has been received here, 
Since the above was written, one Chi- 
cago correspondent has sent a report 
of the manufacturers’ meeting and it 
will be found elsewhere.

Pig Lead.—This has been another 
extremely dull week, closing with 
rices a trifle lower. Reported sales 
alla little below 200 tons, and have 
been negotiated at 3 95c and duwn to 
3 90c. Lead isn’t being bawked 
about the streets. But the truth is 
that buyers are apathetic and won’t 
buy unless some concessions are 
granted. There is practically next to 
nothing doing, 

White Lead.—About a normal busi- 
ness fur the season is reported; noth- 
ing more. More or less lead is being 
delivered on contract, and middle 
men are buying as necessity dictates 
Consumptiun, just now, is somewhat 
restricted, but the outlook is by no 
means unpropitious. Corroders, at 
all events, are steadily standing by 
schedule rates. 

Dry Colurs.—Share the _ general 
quietude, but the market is about 
steady. Reds (particularly vermilion) 
sell fairly; blues are dull and greens 
are back numbers. There is only a 
nominal inquiry for ochres. There is 
also a fair demand for buarvtes, but 
this commody shows no change. 

Mixed Paints—The volume of trade 
has been contined within somewhat 
narrow limits. Few of the leading 
houses report much advance over the 
business of a year ago. Theweather, 
however, is decidedly in favor ofa 
revification of busivess, and _ this 
autumn’s business may yet surpass 
that of 1891. 


St. Louls Paint Market. 
[Special to the Reporter.) 

While Lead.—An active inquiry is 
still the leading characteristic of the 
white lead industry and it is spparent 
that the resources of the corroders 
are, at least temporarily, none too 
abundant to keep up with the busi- 
ness in hand. The weather in this 
territory has been superb for painting 
purposes throughout the month of 
September, which has stimulated 
trade in this line. The schedule of 
prices continues to be lined up to 
faithfully. 

Dry Colors.—A good movement is 
noted in the general line of dry colors 
and business hasincreased in most of 
the staple goods, There seems to be 
no difficuity in selling at fairly re- 
numerative prices.

From the United States Geological 
Report, 1883-84, we select certain 
sands for illustration, The Berk 
shire sands are well known as hard 
melters, and their analysis show a 
slight proportion of alumina as their 
only impurity. On the other hand 
the ie 2 sands are well known as 
easy melters, and contain four or 
five other substances that heip to flux 
them. Unfortunately for the Jersey 
sands there remains there remains 
rather too wuch iron in them to give 
them high rank. A Virginia miner 
gives the analysis of his sand as 999 
per cent. pure, which, we can contfi- 
dently. say, would, if it fairly repre- 
rented his average output, be an un- 
profitable sand touse. It is probably 
u selected sample, and it is fortunate 
four the owner that it is 80. As 
against it we cite the celebrated 
Hohenboka sand of Saxony that is 
9976 per cent pure, but with 7 for- 
eign substances, This is an almost 
ideal composition, as it is an estab- 
lished fact that the greater the num- 
ber of fluxes the easier is the melting 
down of the sand. The German sand 
from Herzoginrath, although only 
99°24 per cent pure, is also very de- 
sirable, as its foreign elements are 
only alumina, lime and magnesia, 
which are constituents of glass, with 
only a trace of iron. 

The skillful compounding of batches 
by the German manonfacturers has 
worked out this principle to a profit- 
able result, and the batchroom of the 
German glassworks is as completely 
under chemical control as the mix of 
a steel or iron furnace, The compo- 
sition of slags, spars, marls, granites 
and volcanic rocks and other native 
materials being ascertained, these 
materials are ground up fine and used

so far as they go to make the normal 
mix, and the complementary amounts 
cay of the expensive artificial fluxes 
added, In this way a great economy 
-is attained that has never even been 
attempted in America. 

An analysis of ore rock of this kind 
in common use in German factories 
shows over 22 per cent. of soda and 
potash, and 4 parts of lime to 100 Ibs. 
of sand. We can easily see what 
profit this stone affords, costing only 
$3 or $4 a ton, yet taking the place of 
the alkaline fluxes costing ten times 
as much. 

But the chemical nature of glass 
sand fs not its only feature or perhaps 
its most essential one. The shape and 
size and condition of the grains of 
sand are of greatimportance, Con- 
sidering the American varieties of 
sand we may distinguish them as 
aqueous or beach sands and igneous 
or mountain sands. The aqueous or 
beach sands are found in Southern 
New Jersey and Eastern Maryland 
and in New York state, Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois. Theignecus or mountain 
sands are found inthe Berkshire hills 
in Massachusetts, and in the Alleg- 
hany mountaints in Pennsylvania, 
Maryland and Virginia, 

It is evident that the igneous or 
mountain sands have been kept at a 
white heat sufficient to volatilize or 
precipitate all of their impurities 
leaving a vein of pure quartz, an 
while still at a high heat through vol- 
canic or other action have been ex- 
posed to water or stear until they are 
cracked or crazed throughout their 
whole structure. When ininea, ow- 
ing to the great pressure of their 
overlying strata, they are solid, but 
when exposed to light, heat and 
moisture, they quickly become gran- 
ular, and are easily crushed to pow- 
der. It is reasonable to conclude 
that in this process of cracking they 
have broken up along the lines of 
natural cleavage or least resistance, 
and so retained largely the nature of 
crystal. It ison this account as well 
as of their purity that they are hard 
melters, 

On the other hand the aqueous 
sands are broken down from rocks 
that may or may not have been first 
purified by fire. At any rate they are 
usually not so pure a3 the quartz 
from which the igneous sands come. 
And as found on the beaches of the 
present ocean and lakes they are en- 
tirely too full of iron and other im- 
—_ to use except for dark glass. 

t is an interesting fact that these 
aqueous sands, that were undoubtedly 
the ocean and lake beaches of past 
periods when unearthed at a distance 
from the present water limits are 
found to be quite pure, and as a rule

The trade were pre- 
pared for a rise of one cent per gallon 
but were totally unprepared for an 
advance of 3c, That suchan advance 
should have been made is only ex- 
plainable on the ground that the

Linseed Oil.-The appreciation which 
has been foreshadowed in these letters 
for the last fortnight or three weeks 
has at last materialized On last Mon- 
day came an abrupt change, and no- 
body can be found to day who talks 
linseed at less than 42c. To those 
who have carefully watched the de 
velopment of the situation the rise 
would seem to be at once natural and 
legitimate. Everything has tended 
in that direction. Cake is a shade 
lower on export account, as is stated 
below. The seed market has also ex- 
hibited sufficient strength to score a 
marked advance, and a multitude of 
discouraging crop rumours are afloat 
The “bull” element says that 
we can look for only half last year’s 
crop. Relegate this statement to the 
plane of stock-jobbing canards, and 
we are still confronted with the fact 
that arrivals are about twenty-five 
per cent of what they were this time 
ayearago. It is true that the supply 
in public elevators is about equal to 
one fifth or one sixth of last year’s 
crop, yet the fact is that appearances 
indicate that this is being controlled 
by exceedin-ly strong hands, who will 
part with it only upon sufficient in 
ducements. As might have bren ex- 
pected, buyers began to appear the 
moment the market began to ad- 
vance. Buyers for round lots, too— 
i. e., up to about 700 barrels. It 
dosen’t need a sage to say that the 
present position of linseed is appar- 
ently very strong. Crushers say that 
itis at least 2c too cheap; there is 
no disposition anywhere to cut 
prices ; and buyers seem to have 
at last waked up to th pos- 
sible pendency of an emergency. 

Flaaseed,—The comparative move- 
ment (receipts and shipments) is 
shown in the subjoined tabular state- 
ment. The difference between this 
week and last and between this week 
and the same period of last year will 
not escape attention. The Secretary’s 
bulletins are as follows:

of no grade; or 2,104,560 bushels in 
all Last week’s stocks (2,114,351 bush 
els) were 9791 more; the respective 
percentages of lower grade seed be- 
ing 3°8 aud 4°8. A year ago the visi- 

te supply comprised 602,310 bushels, 
all but 22 932 of which had been graded 
as No.1. This year's crop, whatever 
its volume, is coming on the market 
comparatively slowly. The official re- 
ports of inspections in, show receipts 
of 46 cars in all, of which 297 were of 
No. 1, 84 of rejecied and 25 of 
no grade. This, as against 298 
cars last week (198 contract seed), 
306 the week before and 1.595 cars 
during the same week last year, 
the total inspections in for the period 
last :: entioned being classitied as 
1,498 cars of No. 1, 57 of rejected, and 
40 of no grade. Withdrawals from 
store (inspections out) have rather 
fallen below the anticipated volume. 
They foot up 279,971 bushels, almost 
wholly of No. 1, although 10,450 bush- 
els were either ‘billed through” or. 
*‘not to be inspected.’’ A comparison 
of these figures with those of laat 
week, when 160,057 bushels were in- 
spected out shows a gain of 119,914 
bushels, while the figures for the 
week before that were 180,979 bushels. 

In the cash seed market there has 


been a tolerably brisk demand, not 
only ‘fon the floor,” but also outside, 
Reported and admitted sales on 
‘Chanve agerezrate 210 cara and 10 000 
bushels of No. 1, 41 cars and 148 bags 
of rejected and 14 of no grade—or 
some 315 carsin all. ‘This was an im- 
provement on the 260 carsof last week 
and compares favorably with the 192 
ears of the week preceding. At the 
commencemient of the period under 
review, buyers seemed to be waiting, 
with the market tame at $105%. The 
speculative inquiry, however, began 
to improve. Prices, consequently, ad- 
vanced rapidly, and not nearly all the 
arrivals came on sale. The week's 
range has been $1 05%@1 09%. as 
against $1 05%@1 07 last week. $1 06 
(1 08 the week before, and 89@93\%e 
the same week of 1891. There seems 
to be a growing impression that the 
crop is, to say the least, a little short, 
and this apprehension seems to be 
borne out by statistics, of which 
those given above are a_ sample. 
little Northwestern new seed is being 
either received or offered ; old seed yet 
commands a premium, and it looks 
us though seed in stcre was likely 
to hold its own. Not so quite a 
marked appreciation in values has 
been noticeabie in the speculation 
side. Still September, October, 
November, December, January and 
May have been soid. Of the first 
named delivery about 11,000 bushels 
huve been placed (as against 17.000 
last week) within a range of $105 
(opening) and $107% (closing). Of 
Oct ber, one car and 5,000 bushels 
«hanged hands, between $1.07 and 
$1.07%; December was in good de- 
mand, sules having aggregated 209,- 
100 bushels, as against 20.500 bushels 
last week, at $1 084%@$1 10%, as 
against $107%@$109 last week. 
A little November brought $1 07% 
and there was a single sale of May at 
$1.18. There was a mild sort of in- 
quiry for January flax, which sold to 
the amount of 37,000 bushels, at prices 
ranging from $1.10%@1.12. As com- 
pared with last week, the grand total 
shows an ativance, based upon (pre- 
sumably) growing confidence. 

The market to-day evinced little in- 
terest in futures outside of December, 
in which there was mi derate dealing, 
at about 4%@le decline. For cash 
seed there was an unsettled feeling. 
due to licht offerings and cautious 
buying. No. 1, in favwrable localities, 
however, was about steady. There 
was also a better inquiry for lower 
grades, by sample, which seems to 
beur out the stutement, above made, 
that local crushers are supporting the 
market. 


Oil Cake.—The export inquiry has 
not been as good as a week ago. For- 
eign markets are cabled as lower, and 
buyers have reduced their bids. To- 
day’s export cake market here might 
he quoted at $23 bid and $23 50 asked, 
which is a decline of 25@5vc. These 
figures are, of course, net here. Asa 
result of the difference between sell- 
ers’ views and those of buyers, not 
much eake is going abroad from this 
port except that intended for deliv- 
ery upon previous sales. Neverthe- 
less, there is foreign inquiry heard 
covering the entire year, but at figures 
which Western crushers generally 
will not entertain. The home de- 
mand continues brisk. and producers 
claim that they find no difficulty in 
disposing of ground cake at $24 50;

Oleo Oil —The activity of last week 
has received rather aset-beck. After 
a single sale of extra at 65fil—last 
week’s outside and closing figures— 
comparative stagnation supervened.

At present the 
regulation price is 42c for lots of five 
barrels or more, with the usual cash 
discount of 2 per cent. Regarding 
the demand, all reports coincide in 
placing it on the iucrease, this week 
especially having witnessed a heavy 
distribution.

Neatsfoot Oil—The wants of con- 
sumers continue to find expression in 
numerous orders for goods, and asat- 
isfactory trade is in progress at the 
prices heretofore given. that is to 
sav, 46c per gallon for extra and 374%c 
for No. 1 oil. 

Castor Oul.—A concurrence of state- 
mente from authoritative sources 
show that the demand for cas.or ol 
has made good headway this week, 
resulting in an excellent showing of 
results for both manufacturers and 
dealers. The supposed combination 
which now manipulates the article 
is unquestionably desirous of mark- 
ing up quotations to a healthy limit, 
and predictions are not rare as to 
their early intention to raise the cur- 
rent rates. Sales for the week were 
uniform at the late advance, viz : 12c 
per lb for pure or No.1 oil, and 10% 
for No. 3 or lubricating.

The week under review has de- 
veloped no new features, and although 
there was an apparent increase in the 
amount of business accomplished, it 
was Only apparent, the bulk of what 
was reported as sales during Friday 
and Saturday being simply transfers 
—popularly nown by the brokers as 
“switches” —from October delivery to 
November. Were statistics of sales 
of importance, the recording of these 
transfers as sales would prove confus- 
ing. As it is they should not 
be counted, but if recorded at 
all should be classed as renewals 
or transfers. Prices have tended 
downward, culminating in a break of 
1%c on Thursday. This was caused 
by reports from the fields, McDonald 
and Sistersvillé showing a decided in- 
crease. The former has kent up 
remarkably well, in fact, as we have 
before stated, this is @ remar«uvle 
field, and it would not prove »urpris- 
ing if its production should again be 
brought to or above 25,000 bbls. There 
are now but one or two wells in this 
field credited with 20 bbls per hour, 
but the larger number of wells 
in the whole field makes up for 


the decrease on the flowing wells, 
and the totul is kept hovering near 
and rather above 2U,000 bbls per day. 
The daily pipe lines reports indicate 
a decided change in the statistical 
position at the close of September, al- 
though these reports are apt to be 
misleading. According to these re- 
ports the average deliveries have ex- 
ceeded the average runs by fully 
10,000 bbls per day, but the complete 
reports may develop an entirely differ- 
ent complexion. The monthly fieid 
report is expected to show increased 
activity in some of the older fields, 
and a falling off in the great South- 
west district, where a larger proportion 
ofdry holes have been found to discour- 
age the seeker after oleaginous wealth. 
The transactions during the past 
week show an increase over those of 
the previous week, the sales footing 
up 273,000 bbls against 40,000 bbis fur 
the preceding week. The clearances 
of the local exchange amounted to 
892,000 bbls, against 56,000 bbls during 
the preceding week. The total clear- 
ances reported for the Oil City ex- 
change amounted to 1,442,000 bbls, 
against 606,000 bbls for the preceding 
week. The highest price of the week 
was recorded on Monday, when 55c 
was reached. The lowest point of the 
week was 52%c, and was touched on 
Thursday. ‘The opening price last 
Monday was 54c, and the cluse this 
noon was at 53c, showing a loss of 14%c 
as aresult of the week’s trading, 
while the extreme range of fluctua- 
tions for the week was 2%c. ‘There 
were no sales of Buckeyes. 


The new thirty feet development in 
Alleghany county, near Undercliff, 
and several parts of the McDonald 
field have renewed operations 
with no small degree of energy. 
At no time since the opening of 
the Sistersville tield has there ton 
more oe pie than at present and 
this fleld will furnish its quota of 
new production for the month. A 
large number of operators have 
dropped out, but when the scattered 
work under way has been collected, 
it will show plenty of operators who 
are willing to take chances on 64 cent 
oil, and pay a fine bonus for territory 
that looks moderately good. The 
production of the McDonald field re- 
mains at 20,000 bbls, and the Marshall 
No. 6, of Greenlee & Forst, stands 
alone credited with 40 bbls an hour. 
The same company’s No. 2, Noble 
heirs, has fallen below the standard, 
and it has been dropped. The Free- 
man No. 3 was shot and started off 
at 60 bbls an hour, but after flowing 
for five hours suddenly stopped short. 
“Fatty’’ Conkle’s well on the Unde- 
graff farm west of Venice stands full 
of oilfrom the stray above the Gor- 
don. It will be tubed and tested from 
that level, and unless it proves a pay- 
ing producer, will be drilled deeper. 
Greenlee & Forsts’ No. 7 Marshall 
when several feet in the Fifth sand, 
had a strong gas pressure.

REFINED AND PRODUCTS. 


The demand for refined, both bar. 
reled and bulk, for export, has been 
steady during the past week and the 
total engagements foot up about 
140,000 bbls. The prospects continue 
favorable for a continuance of the 
active demand, and it is reported 
that stocks have latterly decreased 
in both the United Kingdom aud 
Continental markets, although sta- 
tistics are no longer made pub- 
lic and it is therefore difficult to es- 
timate the stocks with any degree of 
accuracy.

Florida Phosphates—Future Prospects, 
BY ©, C, HOYER MILLAR. 


In criticising the methods of min- 
ing and marketing the high-grade 
rock and showing the poor financial 
results obtained, we pointed out the 
weak spots which had caused the 
shrinkage or loss of profits which 
might otherwise have been earned. 
That mistakes should have been 
made at the inception of a new 
field in mining enterprise is 
only what has to be expected, 
for in the early history of all similar 
ventures (more especially when areg- 
ular boom has inaugurated the com- 
mencement) the record has always 
been the same, since new ventures 
have to go through their course of 
infantile complaints in the same way 
as human beings. That the maladies 
were more than usually severe in the 
ease of Florida bard-rock mining is 
due first of all to the absolute inex- 
perience of the greater part of those 
engaged therein, and secondly to the 
many unforeseen difficulties which 
confronted the pioneers, but most of 
all to the want of judgment in offer- 
ing and marketing the product of the 
various mines. 

Evolution, however, is the cure for 
all such ills, and although in the past 
the financial results have been un- 
satisfactory in most instances, yet 
this forms no ground whatever for 
supposing that tne hard-rock industry 
is not a sound one in itself and likely 
to prove lucrative, at all events to 
those companies which are directed 
with good business judgment com- 
bined with solid, practical manage 
ment. 

The quantities shipped annually

from Aruba have varied from 
15,000 to 30,000 tons, and the price 
has been sometimes as low as 
8d. per unit. The analysis of this 
material, which is much liked by 
manufacturers, runs from 72 to 77 per 
cent. phosphates, with between 2 50 
and 5 per cent. of oxide of iron 
and alumina. The Somme _phos- 
phate deposits of Northern France | 
have Leen the largest producers of | 
high grade material, testing 70 per 
cent and upwards, and the quantities 
shipped annually from the mines have 
exceeded 100,000 tons. Present pro- 
duction has been curtailed to about ; 
half that quantity. Outside these 
main sources of supply there 
have been other producers. of 
high-grade material, notably Som- 
brero Island (West Indies), but of 
late years the work has been intermit- 


tent and the quantities so small and | 


uncertain as not to affect the market. 
There are also some islands in the 
West Indies and off the coast of Mex- 
ico which produce rock and arenace- 
ous guano phosphates, but the quan- 
tities shipped are not important 
enough to be considered as a factor 
in the phosphate market at this date. 

The requirements of the European 
market for high-grade phosphates are 
between 150,000 200,000 tons per 
annum. and aglunce at the shipments 
from Florida last year and the first 
six months of this year will at once 
show how large epecportion has been 
uppropriated by Florida. 

This suggests the question as to 
whether Florida can continue to mon- 
cpolize tbe lion’s share of the trade, 
and we have no hesitation in answer- 
ingin the affirmative, for past events 
have clearly sliown the possibility of 
producing high-grade rock at figures 
which enable her to keep prices too 
low for the bulk of her competitors, 
and yet high enough to leave sufii- 
cient margin for protit to well-con- 
ducted enterprises. The valuable ex- 
perience gained since the beginning 
of the hard rock industry has enabled 
the cost of production to be greatly 
reduced both by the adoption of 
more practical means of mining, ex- 
traction and preparation, and also by 
saving and preparing for market 
much that was formerly thrown aside 
as useless. In fact, the whole indus- 
try is gradually getting into solid 
practical shape, and the errors of the 
past are not likely to be repeated. 

It seems certain, therefore, that 
Florida van and will maintain the 
feremost position as a producer of 
high-grade phosphate, and it rests 
with those interested to arrange with 
one another to keep up pricos toa 
paying level. 

Kiver pebble stands on an entirely 


‘different footing, for this has to com- 


ete with South Carolina river rock. 
The cost of production f. 0. b. vessel 
is slightly in favor of Florida, but 
freight to Europe from South Caro- 
lina being a little cheaper, counterbal- 
ances this advantage. The best 
course, therefore, for both industries

would be to arrive at some arrange- 
ment for pooling the output with a 
view to keeping up prices and avoid- 
ing competition, which injures both in- 
dustries by decreasing the margin for 
profit. 

As regards land pebble, although 
the prices for this product have fallen 
very considerably since the first lands 
were prospected, there is still plenty 
of margin for a profitable business on 
alarge scale Up to date only a few 
cargoes have been shipped, as the de. 
velepment of the land pebble industry 


| has been far slower than was origin- 


ally anticipated, and the capacity of 
the various plants erected has in 
most intances been found to be con- 
siderably smaller than the engineers 
imagined. The pebble with the low 
percentage of iron and alumina will 
probably find its way to Europe for 
the most part, while the remainder 
will go into consumption in the 
Northern markets of the United 
States, where it is likely to prove a 
strong competitor to the South Caro- 
lina land rock. The Florida land 
pebble is higher in phosphate and 
lower in iron and alumit.a, and costs 
less to put f. 0. b. vessel. In all prob- 
ability when this industry is worked 
on @ large scale, which seems likely 
to be the case before long, the South 
Carolina land rock miners will find 
their market restricted for the most 
part to local manufacturers and in- 
Jand Southern points, where they wili 
be able to hold their own more easily 
than in the Northern markets. 

To conclude, the real future of 
phosphates lies in the development of 
the enormous deposits in Florida. A 
few years ago the sources of supply 
available, with prices at a level about 
50 per cent. higher than those of to- 
day, were all within well-defined 
limits as to area and productive 
capacity, but the discovery of the 
Florida deposits has changed the out- 
look entirely, and the world has now 
in sight a source capable of supplying 
apy annual quantities likely to be re- 
quired for a hundred years or more to 
come without briuging into view, even 
on a distant horizon. any limit or end 
to Florida’s enormous productive 
capacity.—Manufacturers Record.

Solomon Carter died in the city of 
Savannah, April 11, 1892,in the 77th 
year of his age. He was born in Lan- 
caster, Worcester county, Mass. 

Mr. Carier was the first vice-presi- 
dent of the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’s Association in 1887, and was 
one of its warmest and most devoted 
supporters. His sociable, genial dis- 
0sition rendered him a general favor- 
ite; and, notwithstanding he was the 
oldest man in the convention, he en- 
joyed the distinction of the society of 
the younger members, who universally 
took pleasure in his companionship. 


jJ.UL.&D.S. RIKER 
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He commenced his career as a drug- 
gist at an early age, serving his 
apprenticeship in the drug store of 

reg & Hollis. 

In his extended business life, in 
Boston, under the firm names of Solo- 
mon Carter; Carter, Colcord & Pres- 
ton; Carter, Rust & Co.; Carter & 
Wiley; Carter, Harris & Hawley, and 
Carter, Carter & Kilham, he retained 
the respect and esteem of the drug 
trade of his city, of which he was the 

Idest member (if not the oldest dealer 
in active trade in Boston) at the time 
of his death. Besides being actively 
employed in a large business, he found 
time to devote some of his services to 
the public welfare; having been a 
member of the city council, a member 
of the board of aldermen, a member of 
the board of assesso:s, a member of 
the general court, and for several 
years, was president of the old Mer- 
eantile Library Association, in which 
he held several offices, including that 
of trustee. 

In this large and varied service he 
became widely known ; was universally 
beloved and respected for his uniform 
courtesy and unquestioned integrity. 
His acquaintance in the drug trade 
was very large; and, with those en- 
gaged in it, he had formed many close 
personal friendships. 

Besides occupying the public posi- 
tions above referred to, he was a cos 
ing member of the Boston Druggists’ 
Association and a member of the 
American Pharmaceutical Association 
since 1865. 

As an evidence of the esteem in 
which he was held by his asscoiates in 
his native city, it was voted (at a 
special meeting of the Boston Drug- 
gists’ Association) to close all the 
stores from 2 to 3 o’clock on the day 
of the funeral, and that the members 
of the association attend the funeral 


in a body. 

John Ni. Maris died April 23, 1892, 
aged 73 years. He was the founder of 
the house of John M. Maris & Co., 
Philadelphia, which is on the roll of 
associate members of the association. 

Mr. Maris commenced his business 
as a druggist in 1838 with Henry Troth 
& Co. In 1840 he formed a copartner- 
ship with Caleb E. Pleasant, under the 
title of Caleb E. Pleasant & Co., which, 
in 1842, was changed to the style of 
Pleasant & Maris. Itremained under 
that firm name until 1846, when it 
became John M. Maris & Co., at which 
it has existed to the present time. 

He was one of the charter members 
of the Philadelphia Drug Exchange, 
founded in 1861, of which he was tne 
first president. Mr. Maris was an en- 
terprising and energetic business 
man, his house being at one time the 
largest in the drug business in Phila- 
delphia. He was a_public-spirited 
citizen, having filled positions of trust 
and responsibility in the public ser- 
vice, his only reward being the honor 
of the office and the consciousness of 
having performed its duties to the 
great satisfaction of the people. 

Gen. William Wells, of Burlington,

Vt., died suddenly, April 29th, 1892, 
aged 54 years. He was of the house 
of Wells & Richardson Co., members 
of the Nationol Wholesale Drugzgisis’ 
Association. 

While never personally identified 
with the association, his firm occupies 
a prominent position in the trade, and 
his career, both public and private, re- 
flected honor upon those with whom 
he was associated. As a_ business 
man he was capable, energetic, saga- 
cious and honorable; as a citizen, up- 
right, earnest and energetic, having 
filled various offices of honor and 
trust. 

When 23 years of age he enlisted as 
a private soldier in the defence of his 
country and its flag. How worthily 
he pertormed that service was attested 
by his coming out of the war with the 
ee of brevet major-general 
of volunteers ‘‘for gallant and 
meritorious services,” having gained 
this distinguished title through the 

various grades of promotion to 
lieutenant, captain, major, colonel, 
brevet brigadier-general and_ briga- 
dier-general. Carrying that envia- 
ble record into civil life, his busi- 
ness enterprises were promoted with 
equal success, while the same qualifi- 
eations distinguished him as _ well 
fitted to fill the responsible civil offices 
to which his fellow-citizens e!ected 
him. In testimony of his worth as a 
citizen, and of the esteem in which he 
was held in the oy. of Burlington. 
business was generally suspended and 
flags were at half mast in the afternoon 
of the day of the funeral. 

Stephen Romaine Pinckney died 
May 20th, 1892, aged 69 years. He 
was, at the time of his death, president 
of the Himrod Manufacturing Com- 
pany of New York City, which corpora- 
tion is an associate member of the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation. Col. Pinckney had rounded 
up a successful business career; was, 
for a number of years, connected with 
the New York State militia, in which 
he participated in some of the stirring 
incidents of their experience, and 
creditably served his fellow-citizens in 
the New York Assembly for twe years. 
These prominent official positions, to- 
gether with large business connec- 
tions, gave him a wide acquaintance 
in which he established a very large 
circle of friends, to whom he was en- 
deared through his sterling qualities 
of mind and heart. 

William P. Simes died May 21, 1892, 
aged 73 years. He was senior partner 
of the firm of Wm. P. Simes & Son, 
Philadelphia, who are on the roll of 
active members of the National 
Wholesale Drugg'sts’ Association. 
Mr. Simes had been for many years 
an energetic, industrious business 
man, who succesefully carried through 
the enterprises in which he was en- 
gaged. 

His name was familiar to the drug 
trade generally, through his persever- 
ing efforts in establishing compressed 
camphor as a trade commodity. He 
was a man of extensive acquaintance, 
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and enjoyed the friendship and esteem 
of a large circle. 

His death was sudden and unex- 
pected, having, while apparently in 
good health, been stricken with apo- 
lexy, from which he died within ten 
10uUrs. 

William B. Blanding died May 27, 
1892, aged sixty-six years. 

He was the founder of the firm of 
Blanding & Blanding, Providence, 
who are active members of the Asso- 
ciation. 

Mr. Blanding was for forty years 
prominent in the drug business ol 
Providence, in which city he spent 
his life. He learned the drug business 
with Edward T. Clark, whom he suc- 
ceeded in business in 1839. The firm 
name remained Wm. B. Blanding un- 
til 1890, when he admitted his son, 
Wm. O. Blanding, to partnership, 
changing the title to Blanding & 
Blanding. He was a well-known and 
highly esteemed member of the Asso- 
ciation, a frequent and interested at- 
tendant at its conventions, and Chair- 
man of Committee on Fraternal Rela- 
tions, in 1888. 

His interest in pharmacy was mani- 
fested through his connection with 
various societies for promoting its 
welfare ; having been at one time vice- 
president of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association; president of the 
Rhode Island Pharmaceutical Asocia- 
tion, and member of the State Board 
of Pharmacy at its organization in 
1890, to which he was afterwards 
elected presideut. Being a public- 
spirited citizen, he was one of the 
foremost in extending the influence 
and prosperity of the city of Provi- 
dence. He represented his ward in 
the city council in 1885 and ’86. 

Like many prosperous and energetic 
citizens, he was a prominent member 
of the Masonie Order, in which he 
filled eminent and responsible offices. 

Mr. Blanding was not only well 
known in his own city, where he had 
alarge circle of friends whose confi- 
dence he fully enjoyed, but he was 
well known to the drug trade through- 
out the country. He was cordial, com- 
panionable and highly esteemed by 
all who knew him. 

John L. Whiting died June 5, 1892, 
aged 69 years. He was the head of 
the firm of John L. Whiting & Son, 
Boston, who are associate members of 
the Association. 

Mr. Whiting was one of the best 
known and most highly respected 
manufacturers in New England. The 
manufacture of brushes was carried 
on by his father, Seth Whiting, with 
whom he was associated from 1843 un- 
ti1 1850; but in 1864 John L. Whiting 
commenced business in Boston on his 
own account, in a small way, which, 
by industry, energy, honesty and in- 
ventive ingenuity, increased until the 
house has grown to its present mag- 
nitude and prosperity. 

John L. Whiting was widely known 
as aman of stirling worth and of the 
strictest integrity. He was identified 
with various charitable and social 
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organizations in Boston, where he was 
esteemed a most valued associate. 
His contributions to worthy charities 
were both liberal and unostentatious. 

He counted among his friends such 
men as William Lloyd Garrison, Theo- 
dore Parker and Wendell Phillips ; and 
of the cause in which they were so 
deeply interested he was an earnest 
advocate. He was notably a humane 
man, whose energies and influence 
were exerted in the defence of the 
helpless and the oppressed. 

Frederick Eckstein, jr.. died June 
16, 1892, aged 32 years. He was man- 
aver of the works of the Eckstein 
White Lead Co., Cincinnati, which 
company is enrolled on the list of 
associate members of the association. 
Mr. Eckstein’s death was shocking in 
its character, being the result of a fall 
by a miss step from the top to the 
bottom of an elevator shaft. He was 
one of the most prominentand popular 
young men of his native city, and had 
abilities far above the average; being 
known as one of deep learning on abe 
struse subjects, and quite a collector 
of rare books and works of art. 

At about twenty years of age, he 
entered his father’s white lead factory, 
gaining a practical knowledge of the 
business, and was prominent in the 
construction of the new works which 
were erected by the Eckstein White 
Lead Company in 1885. His connec- 
tion with the business covered a period 
of about twelve years. He had trav- 
elled extensively in Eurone, and, 
during a trip, about 1885, to Northern 
Africa, he was the author of a series 
of very interesting letters to one of 
the leading newspapers of Cincinnati, 
which were widely copied throughout 
the country. He was_ prominently 
connected socially, and was oe 
esteemed in the community. He had 
been married three yevrs, and besides 
his youthful widow, he leaves an infant 
daughter. 

Peter Wendover Bedford died sud- 
denly of a disease of the heart July 
20, 1892, aged 56 vears. 

Prof. Bedford was an _ associate 
member of this assocration, and one 
the best known and most highly es- 
teemed men belonging to the pro- 
fession or business of pharmacy. Since 
1818—when he was but twelve years of 
age—his life was continually identified 
with the apothecary’s calling. In that 
year he was apprenticed to Mr. Fisher, 
who conducted a pharmacy in Bleecker 
street, New York, with whom he served 
the usual apprenticeship period. His 
next engagement was with Mr. De la 
Vergue, remaining with that apothe- 
eary for about two years. The next 
pos'tion, which was one of more prom- 
inence, was with the venetahia ex- 

resident of the New York College of 

-*~harmacy, Mr. Ewen McIntyre, with 
whom he remained until 1858, when 
he left to enter business on his own 
account. It was while he was with Mr. 
McIntyre that he seemed to realize the 
scope and responsibility of tae pro- 
fession he had adopted, and there he

the greater the depth at which they 
are found the purer they have be- 
come. This is the case with the 
Jersey and Maryland sands, and also 
those along the ancient bordersof the 
lakes, as in New York, Northern 
Ohio, Illinois and Michigan. How 
shall we account for this 
slow purification? We know that 
the natural process of decay is 
the same as the artificial process of 
burning; one is done slowly, the 
other quickly, but both are oxidation, 
and the ultimate results are the same. 
If we consider the combined effects 
of moisture, warmth and pressure at 
considerable depths under ground, 
a for hundreds of years, we 
po, Rages es the slow volatilizing 
© impurities and the gradual sep- 
maton of the molecules according to 
the same affinities that we see done 
vy in the chemist’s laboratory. 
here may even be a movement of 
solid particles among themselves ac- 
cording to their different gravities. 
This movement may be analogous to 
the aggregation of the flint nodules 
in the Dover chalk cliffs, and mag 
netic influences are undoubtedly po- 
tent factors in this strange process of 
purification. 

Not only is the aqueous sand puri 
fied by long storage in the earth, but 
its travels by sea and land have worn 
off something of its rugged nature 
and its refractory exterior. It has be- 
come more approachable, and in the 
intimate fellowship of the melting 
pot it quickly takes in the situation, 
and like a citizen of the world makes 
the best of the circumstances, and 
finds itlself much the better for its 
adaptability. But if in its hard usage 
- nature it has become a round grain 

quicksand instead of a square 
grain of sand, it is quite another 
matter. To be of use to anyone it 
must have preserved its individuality. 
It must be a grain of sand 
with square sides and clear edges. 
It may be a commercial traveler, 
but it must not ba a tramp. If 
it has lost its distinctive character 
of a born gentleman tempered by ex- 
perience and adversity it is of no use 
to anyone but is dreaded and avoided 
by all men. The round grain of 
quick sand may be as pure as the 
high born aristocratic quartz crystal, 
but it has passed its day of usefulness 
to the glass maker. It will drop 
through lime and soda almost as if 
they were water. It can hardly be 
held up long enough to melt it and 
requires very great heat even then. 

@ may say, therefore, in conclu 
sion, that the best sandseconomically 


are the aqueous sands obtained from 
a considerable depth and with their 
foreign elements of such character as 
are helpful in the meiting furnace 
and not injurious to the resulting 
glass.

The improvement noted at the close 
of our last shows no abatement 
though it cannot be said to be as 
active for spot goods,arising from the 
fact that vessels which have been de- 
tained at Quarantine for some days 
past have been released, thus reliev- 
ing the market of a scarcity of some 
grades of goods which was beginning 
to be felt. Bleaching powder is easier 
in all positions, Caustic soda steady, 
while alkali and carbonated soda ash 
have been fairly active. Nitrate of 
soda is firmer with a tendency to a 
higher range. American sal soda 
has been advanced. Copperas and 
glauber salts are both lower. The 
other light chemicals show few 
changes as noted below. In their 
circular uuder date of Liverpool, Sept. 
21, Messrs. J. P. Bruner & Co. say: 
‘*There is not much interest to report 
in the position of heavy chemicals, 
the market generally being rather 
quiet. Soda ash is practically unob- 
tainable for balance of this year so 
far as Le Blanc makes are concerned, 
as manufacturers declare they are 


fully sold forthat period. Quotations { 


are nominal as follows: Caustic ash 
48% £5 6s 3d per ton and upward, ':7 
and 58% £5 7s 6d per ton upward. 
Carb ash 48% £5 9s 9d per ton and up- 
ward, 589 £6 12s 9d per ton and up- 
ward.

extra is charged. Shipments to United 
States and Canada are barred by the 
“Union,’’ Bleaching powder—This 
article is very scarce for this month 
and only small lots to be had from re 
sellers, as manufacturers are fully 
sold for this, and the first half of next 
month. For September the resale 
price is about £9 5s@£9 10s per ton, 
net cash, for hardwood, while for Oc- 
tober the syndicate quote £9 5s. There 
is little business passing, however, 
as buyers are pretty well-filled up and 
are not inclined to go on at the pres- 
ent high figures. Chlorate of potash 
continues very scarce, and 7%d per 
pound is nominal quotation for Octo 
ber, while 7@7%4d is quoted for No- 
vember and December. Sulphate of 


ammonia is without special feature, 
the market as reported in our last 
being rather firmer, and we quote 
£10 28 6d per ton for good gray 24%, 
and £105s per ton for 25%. both in 
double bags, less 2% per cent. f. o. b.

Canada Petroleum Report. 

There has been no special change In 
the crude situation since our last. 
Buyers are holding off, but holders 
show no disposition to force business 
and the market may be called firm at 
$1.26%4. 

The refined market during the past 
week has stiffened somewhat and at 
the close there was no indication of a 
pending reaction, in fact the general 
belief appears to be that prices will 
again advance before very long, and 
the prospects appear to warrant the 
belief that the demand will continue 
good. The advance of the season, the 
comparative shortness of crude stocks 
and the unincreasing production en- 
courage the belief that values must 
advance. The efforts of the wildcat- 
ter have proved abortive, and no 
alarmingly productive has been de- 
veloped by their operations. Just 
what new features may be produced 
to defeat the legitimate trade results 
remains to be seen, but it should be 
the object of the producer to keep 
himself familiar with the devious 
paths of his business opponents and 
protect himself from their encroach- 
ments. This is the season of the year 
when outside parties interested in the 
oil trade to look for statements from 
the leading lights here as to the gen- 
eral prospects for the future and they 
are generally gratified, as a rule. 
However, they are as uncertain after 
they have heard these expressions of 
opinion by all the authorities as they 
were before they started out in search 
of information. The oil market is 


peculiar in that there is no medium 
(at this time of the year) between those 
of extreme bullish tendencies and 
those who are extremely bearish in 
their views, and that'as a rule neither 
of the factions are justified in the 
stand they take by the ultimate course 
of the market during the season, 
though each apparently has had the 
fullest confidence in his own state- 
ment. 

This year there are more bulls than 
bears, and if anything the expressions 
of confidence in the future of the mar- 
ket are stronger than they have been 
at the beginning of former seasons. 
Whether their opinions are based up- 
on substantial facts, or are the result 
of a desire for more prosperous times 
cannot be fully decided. From the 
most reliable sources of information 
at hand, we gather that many reasons 
exist in favor of a good harvest for 
both the producer and refiner. 

The attitude of England toward pre- 
troleum is very singular. She has in- 
vested nothing in the oil industry of 
the Unitea States, in which American 
capitalists have sunk hundreds of 
millions of dollars ; and nothing in the 
Russian oil fields at Baku, notwith- 
standing that the Rothschilds have 
embarked two million sterling in the 
Caspiaan industry, and in 1888, em- 
ployed a whole fleet of steamers to 
convey Russian oil to India. Even 
her own great deposits in Burmah and 
here in Canada have attracted a very 
small amount of capital as compared 
with the importance of the industry, 
and if it be saidin excuse that she has 
well developed the shale oil industry 
in Scotland, the reply must be made 
that shale oil is not petroleum, that it 
cannot compete with it as an oil. On 
the other hand, while ignoring the 
States and Russia and leaving almost 
we might say untouched Burmah and 
Canada, England has played a leading 
role in the development of the petro- 
leum industry of Galicia. The several 
thousand wells there do not enjoy the 
prodigious yield of the Baku wells; 
but the proper criterion is not what a 
well will produce in oil, but what pro- 
fit the oil will produce in hard cash. 
In this respect the result in Galicia 
has been in most cases remarkably 
satisfactory. It is interesting to note 
that while English capital has thus 
been advantageously invested in . 
Galicia, the drilling has been largely 
done by our Petrolia boys. 

The Canadian system of drilling, in 
which among other things, poles are 
used instead of ropes as in Pennsyl- 
vania, seems to have given the great- 
est satisfaction in Galicia, and the 
test wells have been sauk by means of 
it since first introduced by Mr. Me- 
Garvey, in 1882. 

What would be the effect of similar 
English energy bestowed on Burmah 
and Canada! With such success as 
the Galicia enterprises staring Eng- 
land in the face, and attracting more 
capital to Galicia, why should not 
petroleum share some of the favor 
shown to gold mining operations? 
Many an oil well has yielded as much 
hard cash as a gold mine, as colossal 
fortunes made from petroleum in 
Anierica, Russia, and Galicia testify. 
The Standard Oil Company of the 
United States are running the para- 
fine wax business to the ground in 
Scotland. Why do not the English 
capitalists who have large interestsin 
the Scotch shale works turn their at- 
tention to the oil fields of Canada, 
which are undoubtedly the richest in 
the world in paraffin and the very best 
quality of lubricating oils.—Pelrolia 
Advertiser.
